SERMON 

By Rev. A. L. Hudson of 
Channing Church 


11 Corinthians 3:0. — “For the letter 
killctll, but the spirit giveth life.” 

In this pungent epigram Paul has 
stated the difference between Jesus and 
the Pharisees. 

With the Pharisees the whole thought 
of religion was external. “What does the 
law require?" was the test question; 
and having observed their prescribed 
washings and tithings their feasts 
and fasts, they went their way. compla- 
cent. self-satisfied, initeachahlv, “Why 
eateth your master with publicans and 
sinners?" said they; "Is it lawful to liwil 
on the Sabbath day?”; and again, “Why 
do thy disciples transgress the tradit- 
ions of the elders?” 

On the other hand, when the disciples 
said to Jesit- "Knowc-t thou that the 
Pharisees are offended?” he replied, 
“Let them alone; they are blind guides." 
Stating tlie purpose of his mission he 
said "l am come that ye might have 
life”; and by way of comparison he ad- 
ded “For unless your righteousness 
shall exceed the righteousness of the 
Scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no 
wise enter into the Kingdom of Heaven.” 
Shy lock demanding his pound uf flesh 
was not more literal than were the Phar- 
isees ill their thought of what constitut- 
ed religion. 

Wrong, injustice, oppression, all forms 
of evil thinking, evil speaking and evil 
doing not specifically condemned by Jew- 
ish law went nnrehuked ; but no 
violation of the letter of the law 
passed unnoticed. This accounts 
for that deep, intense feeling of 
antagonism we find in Jesus concerning 
the Pharisees. It was not a personal mat- 
ter with him; it was not because the 
Pharisees hated him and opposed him. It 
i-. onlv a weak nature that is seriously 
di-iurbed by personal opposition. 

One so supremely great that, in the 
agony of death, he could say of his per- 
secutors, “Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what they do," would not 
have condemned the Pharisees, as whited 
sepulchres and as hypocrites, simply be- 
cause they were personally antagonistic 
to him-elf. No. it was not that. But

Prevention Better then Cure of 
Wrong. 

Having been kindly invited to rein- 
force the excellent article in the (/kapii- 
ic of Nov. 24th, 1905, entitled “Prevent 
Frauil and Crime,” by Dr. J. F. Frisbie, 

I am happy to respond, and all the more 
so because of the soundness of the max- 
im — prevention is Better than Cure, ex- 
emplified in the inner sense of the adage 
quoted, "Lock the door after the horse 
is stolen.” 

From experience l can confirm the re- 
peated statement that the mails are bur- 
dened with circulars of all colors, sizes 
and shapes and on all subjects inviting 
investment. Some that might be named 
are doubtless honest, honorable and phil- 
anthropic. Such arc near by, and come 
from long and well known sources. 
Others are presumably bad, or at least 
doubtful, from unknown parties beyond 
reach. They are also so plausible, as* well 
as tempting that their receivers are 
doubly blinded by hem: blinded in mind 
by lack of the knowledge necessary for 
truly and wisely answering them : blind- 
ed yet more in feeling, through the nat- 
ural desire of everyone to add to his in- 
come, especially if it be small. 

In all such cases, pastors, teachers, Y. 
M. C. A. managers, editors, and all 
good and intelligent citizens should co- 
operate to build deep and strong, in the 
minds and wills of those who are temp- 
ted by fraudulent or misleading schemes 
and appeals, a body of sound and saving 
principles such as the following. 

First. Though I cannot noxv see risk, 
danger or fraud in this tempting appeal, 
perhaps I could after thinking carefully 
of it longer. “Haste makes waste”, and 
1 will not rashly hurry. 

Second. If I, myself, cannot clearly 
sec my way to a wise decision, perhaps 
someone else better able from experience 
fan do so, and I will get his opinion be- 
fore acting, if I can find such a person. 

Third. It can be remembered that, as 
a general rule .the safer an investment 
is the less is the rate of the income from 
it. When government is overthrown and 
law is paralysed, nothing is safe, at least 
until order is restored. Hence those to 
whom safety in the chief concern, read- 
ily invest unemployed capital in city, 
state, or national bonds that pay only 
very loxv rates, even as little as two or 
three per cent for United States loads. 
But the greater the risk the greater the 
returns that must be given, to compen- 
sate the owner for the risk he takes 

Fourth. Mining companies, for exam- 
ple. must sometime exhaust all the ore 
within their boundaries, and ought there- 
fore to pav their shareholders dividend- 
that will include by the lime the mine is 
exhausted the whole of the principal, as 
well as a fair interest on the investment. 

Fifth. New and untried enterprises, 
uch a- air-navigation, as compared xvitli 
land or water steam trans|R>rtation, may 
well be left 10 those xvho are aide t>» in- 
vest soimhing in them to encourage pro- 
gress and invention, but who would not 
be crippled it the enterprises failed. But 
people of small resources should stand 
j immovable on the xvise resolution to in- 
l vest not a dollar that they cannot afford 
,io lose to their own or other's harm. 

Sixth. Everyone can say. "There- 
I nothing so uncertain a- doubtful things" 
and can act accordingly, reducing lii- 
donht- by thinking, studying and seeking 
{advice till they become small enough to 
make it safe to act.

President Powers. We had expected 
to have with us this evening the head 
administrative officer of Brown Uni- 
versity, Dr. Fattncc, but unfortunately 
he was called out of New England. He 
said to me, however, that he could send 
a man quite as good as himself and pos- 
sibly a little better, and that he would 
send to us one who in his early years 
had received his education right here in 
this village and had lived in that pari 
of Newton which we sometimes call 
Saints’ Rest, better known, perhaps, as 
Auburtulalc, and if lie ever lived 
there that is a perfect certificate as to 
his good character and his good con- 
duct. And so I take great pleasure this 
evening in presenting to you as the rep- 
resentative of Brown University the 
head of the department of American 
History in that institution, Professor 
McDonald. (Applause.) 

PROFESSOR MCDONALD. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

As near as I can recall, 1 have not 
spoken before others in Newton since 
the days — now it seems very long ago— * 
when here in Newtonvillc, in the old 
High School, Master Waterhouse and 
his corps of assistants undertook the 
somewhat dubious task of fitting me for 
Harvard. I left Newton a group of de- 
tached villages. One comes back to it 
to find it, I venture to say without any 
thought of complaint, the best built, the 
best appointed, the healthiest, the best 
governed, the most prosperous and the 
most beautiful community of any of 
equal area and population in the world. 
(Applause.) And 1 am very grateful to 
the Newton Club for the gracious cour- 
tesy which I am permitted to share as a . 
representative of Brown University in i 
enabling me to come back here and speak 1 
to you of college interests which, while 
perhaps to sonic of ns they seem with a 
tuoch of sadness more and more remote, 
nevertheless do touch, 1 think, chords 
which are very true in every college 
man. 

1 think it docs us good to take ac- 
count of stock at times in educational 
as well as in business matters. And I 
suspect that there is just now rather 
more stock taking in the matter of col- 
lege and university business than there 
has been for some time. Wc have been 
in the business of running colleges and 
universities for many years. Wc have 
a vast capital and a large and diversi- 
fied plant. Wc have a small army of 
employees. We have turned out an 
enormous product, never larger or more 
varied than it is today. Wc have spent 
immense sums of money and immense 
amounts of time and not a little wear 
and tear of conscience in advertising 
our wares. Wc have done an immense 
amount of priming and of solicitation 
of orders and we nave sometimes been 
obliged to work off on our competitors 
a lillle of our dead stock. (Laughter.) 
And I do not know that I can any bet- 
ter suggest to you what it seems to me 
college and university men everywhere 
and, as part of them, college and univer- 
sity men at Brown, are thinking of than 
by setting down for you in the few 
moments that will be my share of this 
evening some of the items which, it 
seems to me .must go into the columns 
of our balance sheet. We have made 
some gains, we have made some losses, 
we have had successes, we have had 
failures, and we have all of us our 
problems. 

First and foremost I should place i lie 
intellectual freedom in the college. The 
emancipation of the college life from 
the limitations of a fixed curriculum 
seems to me to be the greatest single 
achievement in the history of American 
education. And we ntav hear record 
here tonight that for that achievement 
we owe more to the president of Har- 
vard University than to any one else. 
(Applause.) And the freedom of study, 
the freedom to pry into all truth, which 
every college worthy of the name enjoys 
today, will he his monument, whatever 
other is erected. 

And we have gained also — perhaps as 
i part of this — freedom from religious 
nnstramt. 1 fear that we have some- 
times gained freedom from religion al- 
Bill al least in our better class of 
institutions, those that really count in the 
community, learning is not subordinated 
a preconceived notion of faith. And 
have also gained, 1 think, fairly good 
working relations among all the differ- 
ent classes of schools. We have gained 
m unheard of cordiality of feeling, 
commuiiitv of interest and intelligent 
understanding between the college and 
tlu* secondary school. We have seen 
professional education take practically 
its rise in mtr own day, both in law. in 
medicine, in theology and in all of tile 
broad range of technical achievement. 
And tin mw*. it seems to me. have been 
mbstaiitial gains. 

But we have also had some losses. 
We have lost. 1 think, the peculiar jmw 

that conu s to a man and to a group 
of men front somewhat prolonged study 
of but a few things. In our gain of in- 
tellectual freedom I thuik it must be 
sadly admitted by evert college man 
that some have fallen by the \\av>»de. 
To some men the very freedom of the 
college curriculum is a snare. We hive 
lost a certain type of great teacher in 
the college. With all allowance lor die 
influence of time, memoiv and jradiliutt 
in fixing in one* mind the picture of die 
teacher under whom lie sal. I still be- 
lieve it to lu true that there are rela- 
tively verv few men in our colleges ami 
universities today who are making pro 
found individual impressions as teach 
ers upon their : indent'.. We have few 
teacher** today like Barker Cleveland at 
Bowdoiii, like Mark Hopkins at W il 
liauio, like Bowen at Harvard, like 
Wayl.md and Dintoitd at Hflwvn; and 
that L a loss. 

And w i have also Joat. 1 fear, never to 
regain, something of tlu simplicity of 
living that characterized the older col- 
lege I do not refer to its bareness of 
living — heaven help us that that may 
never return! Hut we have lost its sim- 
plicity. As 1 go about from college to 


college and from one student hall to an- 
other 1 confess to being amazed at the 
evidences of wealth which I see. It takes 
truly att astonishing number and variety 
of things to furnish a student's room at 
the present day, and 1 presume that 
most of those things, if not “swiped," 
cost money. (Laughter.) 

And wc have had also experiences 
which I would class as failures rather 
than losses. Wc have had a certain 
kind, it seems to me, of financial failure. 

I ain well aware that in the management 
of the large properties of our great uni- 
versities there has been on the whole as 
high a degree of business skill displayed 
and as large a record of success achiev- 
ed as any business enterprise can offer, 
and much of that service, lie it said, has 
been an unpaid service. But wc have 
two distinct financial evils in the modern 
college and .university. The first 1 
should characterize by the somewhat 
unfamiliar phrase of "Frenzied Fin- 
ance.” I refer to the perennial and de- 
liberate deficit which characterizes the 
financial administrations. Leaving aside 
all of those cases which must arise in 
which an excess of outgo over income 
is due to accidental circumstances or is 
due to a wise forecasting of the future, 
it still remains unfortunately true that 
many of our institutions have deliber- 
ately incurred and continue to incur ex- 
penses which they had no money to meet 
and which there was no prospect of 
money to meet. And our university fi- 
nances in many instances and our col- 
lege finances still more — because the 
small colleges arc far worse than the 
universities — lmvc offered a sort of end- 
less, bottomless void into which the well 
disposed might pour no end of money 
and money’s worth with no likelihood 
of ever seeing it filled up. 

And the other aspect of the financial 
failure. I should say, is shown in the 
disproportion which now exists between 
the support of what I may call the hu- 
manitarian departments and the depart- 
ments of physical and natural science. 

I speak under correction and l beg cor- 
rection if 1 am in error, but niv impres- 
sion is that the new hall of philosophy at 
Harvard University — Emerson Hall — is 
the first well equipped building for a 
distinctly humanitarian subject which 
Harvard has erected or received. And in 
all of our institutions the accommoda- 
tions which arc today provided for mem- 
bers who are leaching what I have 
called the humanitarian departments are 
almost indefinitely inferior to those that 
arc furnished for the scientific depart- 
ments. In our zeal for the department 
of science in»an age of science wc have 
disproportionately divided our funds. 

And then, in the third place, I think 
wc have failed, and I think it is now 
generally admitted that wc have failed, 
to develop a high moral tone in the stu- 
dent body and in the community at large. 
At the end of a generation of more ac- 
tivity in college life and a larger otits 
put of college men than in any three 
generations before, we are confronted — 
painfully confronted — by evidences of 
most widespread moral laxity in the 
community at large. 1 fail to sec that 
the influence of the college-bred man 
has yet succeeded in moving the commu- 
nity as a whole to a high moral plane. 

Now. then, what are our problems? 
Our losses and our failures and our 
gains constitute our problems; and. 
briefly, what is the task that the college 
tries with whatever facility it lias and 
whatever it possesses to do at the pres- 
ent time? 

First, we need far more and far more 
adequate financial support. I doubt very 
much if the community mylerstaiids how 
very great ami costly an ftpcratioit it is 
to run an institution. 1 have been my- 
self the victim of more than one sub- 
criptinn paper which was passed almut 
to eke out the insufficient gift of some 
multimillionaire, and yet 1 never dis- 
covered that the money income of the , 
institution on which the gift was be- 
stowed was in any way increased be- 
cause it was known that that subscrip- 
tion paper was to he passed. 


of doing it in what scrim to me to be 
the essential community of interests in 
this day between the college and the 
community. Our problems essentially 
arc one and the same, and what are 
they? They seem to me to hr but one. 
Tlu* whole object of the collrgc seems 
to me to be summed tip in this — tlwit we 
should give o young men something of 
a passion for justice and tliuth and love; 
that we should not only give them in- 
formation — we can do that on the whole 
fairly well and better as the years go on 
—that we should not only give them dis- 
cipline, because on tin* whole wc arc 
trying to do that, too, ami our tradition 
leads that way, — but we should make 
them interested in the way in which wc 
are doing for them ; that wc should give 
them a real zeal for it, something of a 
fire and a passion for truth and for jus- 
tice ami for mercy; and if wc can do 
that it seems to me that wc do well. And 
1 believe that the community of interests 
that exists between the college and the 
world outside of the college, if wc can 
draw such a line, is the best augury that 
we can have. Because I think there lias 
never been any time in which the com- 
munity has welcomed from the college 
distinct intellectual and moral leader- 
ship so much as il has welcomed it now. 
Our professional men, 1 suppose, our 
university presidents, are the great lead- 
ers of our communities, the ones who 
make tlie dominant sentiment. And if 
the collrgc does its duty it will be the 
college. I think, that will give to all of 
our communities in its various ways a 
word that gives light, a light that gives 
liberty, and a liberty that gives strength. 
(Applause.) 

President Powers. I am very glad, 
gentlemen, that Prof. McDonald has re- 
ferred to this financial question. That is 
he one purpose of this meeting. The idea 
was to find out just what these five 
colleges needed and to provide it. 
(Laughter.) And 1 would say to the rep- 
resentatives of the colleges present, 
there is plenty of money in this audience 
to give you whatever you need. It is, 
however, more or less tainted. (Great 
laughter. 1 And it is entirely possible 
that there arc gentlemen here of large 
fortunes from whom you would not care 
to accept any money whatever. 

I attended the Dartmouth alumni din- 
ner last night and there was more or 
less talk about the financial condition of 
the college — whether it would declare 
a divalent or not, the amount of money 
it needed, and so on: and I went hamc 
and I was thinking of that financial con- 
dition, and I went into the land of 
dreams and I dreamed that I had 
$ 50,000 in hills. You would all know 
that was a dream, of course. (Laugh- 
ter.) And I thought 1 started with that 
$ 50,000 to give to Dr. Tucker, and I got 
almost to him and then I commenced 
to wonder where in the dickens l got it 
(laughter), and while I was thinking 
about it I woke up. Dr. Tucker lost the 
$ 50,000 and l didn't have it. (Renewed 
laughter.) 

But there is no question, gentlemen, 
that these colleges ought to be reorgan- 
ized. They ought to have two kinds of 
stick, common and preferred; two clas- 
ses of bonds, mortgage anti debenture, 
and various other forms of securities. 
And this is the audience tonight for you 
to ; get whatver you want. They arc fcel- 
iitg well and they arc highly flattered 
because you are here, and ther are wil- 
ling to give it up. All I ask is that they 
shall give it up in just proportions. Wc 
had not the slightest idea that Brown 
needed any more money, and I do not 
think she does. 1 do know, however, of 
some colleges that do. During the last 
year, you remember, there was a great 
agitation with reference to the formation 
of a trust or a monopoly between Har- 
vard and the Institute of Technology. J 
understand it would have been carried 
out except that, it was decided to be in 
violation of the anti-trust laws. There 
arc those that are happy and there are 
those that are sad because it did not go 
through. However, wc are glad to have 
two institutions, one on either side of 
the Charles, and we are fortunate to- 
night in having the Institute of Tech- 
nology represented here by Prof. Sedg- 
wick. an old graduate of Yale, never- 
theless a true friend of the Institute and 
a true friend of the cause of education.

Now in answer to this call, were the 
universities awake? Not a bit of it. 
They were asleep. They scorned these 
practical or utilitarian studies for the 
most part. At least they scorned the ap- 
plications of them, for science, of course, 
had its birth largely in the universities. 
Hill the applications of them were con- 
sidered out of place in the university 
curriculum. Aim so there grew up, first 
in Parts in 1747 a school of engineering, 
and then at Freiberg in Saxony in 1705 
a school of mines, and in our own coun- 
try in 18^4 the beginnings of the Poly- 
technic Institute of Troy. None of these 
were welcomed within the university 
walls in the first instance ; they had to 
fight and struggle for bare existence 
out side the universities. And then later 
came the Lawrence Scientific School and 
the Sheffield Scientific School ami the 
Institute of Technology and the Wor- 
cester Polytechnic Institute aud the 
Stevens Institute of Mechanical Engi- 
neering at Holfokon. 

Why did all these grow tip outside the 
universities? Not all outside, but nearly 
all. The Sheffield Scientific School was, 
it is true, allowed to drag along miser- 
ably, except for the enthusiasm of those 
who were working in it, in the old 
Presidents house on the campus, harclv 
recognized hv the university, although 
offered a cover. And for a time the 
Lawrence Scientific School also found 
scant university welcome. And yet these 
schools were representative of t ho spirit 
— at least of one aspect of the spirit— 
of the nineteenth century. They had 
come to stay. And today they have be- 
come so powerful, they have become so 
useful, they have become so scholarly, 
that they arc welcome within univer- 
sity walls. Ami in actual attendance the 
Sheffield Scientific School in its fresh- 
man class today outnumbers the older 
academic department. 

Now what does all this mean? Your 
president has wisely told you — ami 1 
think it was a hint to us speakers — that 
you did not come here to he educated, 
and I certainly do not propose to under- 
take that task. At the same time it is in- 
teresting to ask. Why was this so, and 
what does it all menu? It means that 
the new spirit which was so character- 
istic of the ages that followed Coperni- 
cus and which is so characteristic of to- 
day had to grow up largely outside the 
old institutions and make its way into 
Iheni. And this it has done. They have 
cheerfully given men and money and to- 
day there is no feeling whatever be- 
tween the newer institutions and the 
older. We are all children of Harvard, 
the earliest and the most famous of 
American educational institutions. (Ap- 
plause.) I mean intellectual children. I 
mean that the same love of truth, of 
scholarship, of character which was 
planted there inspires the newer institu- 
tions. And although the one which 1 
represent is only a little over 40 years 
of age. a mere child among these older 
institutions, it is yet — I think I may say 
it without boasting— filled with the same 
high ideals. As to its methods the time 
does not allow me to say anything; you 
know them well. It has a reputation for 
work, first of all. (“Hear! hear!’' and 
applause.) It stands for the dignity of 
labor — not for the skimping labor which 
would t(o as little as possible for the 
money paid, which is too characteristic 
of many of the so-called unions of to- 
day (applause), but for noble, generous 
labor, overflowing in measure and giv- 
ing to all the world. It stands for ac- 
curacy: and accuracy, gentlemen is a 
form of truth. Aud morality is only 
harmony with nature’s laws, and nature’s 
laws are the very basis of the Institute, 
and the Institute" stands for morality. 

It stands also for service. T challenge 
you to place side by side with the alum- 
ni of any institution the alumni of the 
Institute of Technology as a Ixxly filled 
with high ideals anti noble endeavor. In 
short — for I do not want to lake much 
of your time, as there are others more 
deserving to be heard — in short, it is 
filled with the spirit of science — science, 
the watchword of the nineteenth century. 
It has no fears over the professional 
spirit which seemed to torment a little 
hit Prof. McDonald. It seeks the profes- 
sional spirit : not professional studies, 
necessarily, not professional work in die 
earlier years, but the professional spirit. 
What is it that makes the great law 
schools eager as they are in work? What 
i> it that makes the great medical schools 
devoted to their purposes, and what is 
it in them that sets aside all question* of 
government, of discipline and all the 
rest? It is the professional spirit. And 
instead of keeping that out we welcome 
it; we want ii. We would have the man 
begin narrow, but we would have him 
end broad, and that is the way the great 
men of the world have done. Shakes- 
peare began as a play-actor, but lie end- 
ed as a universal genius. Beethoven be- 
gan as a street fiddler; he ended as the 
greatest musician the world has ever 
seen. Napoleon began a* a military ca- 
det; he ended, or nearly ended, a world 
power. 

And so I say we are not afraid of nar- 
rowness. riglnh managed, for we know 
that no narrowness in this day suffices 
unto itself — ii requires breadth in the 
end. Prof Pa Inter long ago pointed out 
that the strong men of the world have 
begun narrow aud elided broad, and 
while it i- * pretty dream that men may 
begin broad aud end narrow, it is only a 
pretty dream. A11 -o we have no fears, 
gentlemen, because we have the -pint of 
scici'.v. which after all is the -pirit of 
triilll. And we believe in the In-mutt;; 
we believe ii plays a large pari in this 
community. The state lias supported ii 
ami the Institute is readv l« * support the 
| state. Go where you will, you w ill find 
! iis graduates digging in the earth, hudd- 
ling luimeK giving pure water supplies, 
j quick transit systems, electrical applian- 
ces ami ministering to the needs ot ev- 
ery-day life, and only rarely if ever will 
you find them engaged in graft (ap- 
plauissc). for i hey know that nature ab- 
hors detail and accuracy is the basis of 
truth and truth of accuracy. 1 11 short, if 
I were to give one sentiment whirl) I 
I believe embodies the spirit of these 
J scientific institutions ami in large meas- 
ure of all our institutions todav. I should 
j - iv that it is tlie spirit of science, which 
| Prof. Francis (V Pealmdy has defined 
in what are o me extraordinarily lii-ni- 
I tiful words -beautiful in tlnin-eK®;. 
i beautiful in their application aud in their 
truth "liven 11 tor® wonderful than the 
J achievements of science nowaday- L the 
spirit of science, with its courage and 
certainty, its disciplined conscience, Id 
intellectual morality and its quick re- 
sponse to every disclosure of the I ruth 
(Great applause.) 

President Powers. For the fir-t time 


in twenty years the proverbial luck of 
Yale has deserted her. On the tossup to- 
night as to the order of speaking Vale 
lost, Harvard won. And so the president 
of Harvard decided to take the wind- 
ward side and throw the sunlight into 
the eves of Yale and have the close of 
this debate. An invitation was extended 
to President Hadley to be here. Unfor- 
tunately he could not come, and I said 
to my old friend Sam Elder, who graces 
the table this evening with his presence, 
that 1 thought we would have to leave 
Yale out. And he said, “Is Harvard go- 
ing to be represented ?” (Laughter^ I 
said, "Harvard will be there." “Well,” 
he said, "then Yale must he present,” 
And so he took up the telephone and tel- 
egraph, and Yale is present. Put Yale is 
not only present tonight in tlie person of 
a distinguished professor, but she is 
present hv practically an entire eleven, 
because Vale is always looking after 
Yale interests. I take great pleasure in 
presenting to you Professor Far Ilham, 
who represents Yale tonight in place of 
President Hadley. (Applause.) 

PROF. YARN It AM. 

Mr. President. Gentlemen of the New- 
ton Club and Fellow Guests: 

You have hem very good to 111c to- 
night, Mr. President. Knowing that 1 
was no orator you have shown me the 
greatest kindness that any presiding of- 
ficer could in giving me such latitude. 
You have given me a position which 
would have been envied by the greatest 
orator in our country. For ns you know, 
when Mr. Webster began his great 
speech he had to call for the reading of 
the resolutions in order to know what 
his bearings were and how far lie had 
drifted from the true course. By the lati- 
tude which you have given me and by 
the power which l have of determining 
my own longitude l have my hearings, 
Mr. President, and l do not need any 
resolutions 10 tell me what course to 
pursue. 1 am glad to dispense with the 
resolution for another reason, and that 
is, the road which is said to be paved 
with good resolutions docs not lead to 
Newton. (Laughter.) It leads to a much 
wanner place, warmer than even New- 
ton in a warm winter. 

You have been very good in other 
ways. You have offered geiterouslv to 
finance our institutions of learning, t am 
sure all the college presidents will ap- 
preciate your generosity. I am not sure 
whether the stock that you offered was 
watered stock or not. 

The President. Not intliis club. (Great 
laughter.) 

Prof. Fa m ham. I assumed that it was 
not. 1 was doubtful, however, about the 
character of those bills which you of- 
fered to President Tucker — whether 
they were bills payable or bills receiva- 
ble. ( Laughter. ) 

Now, as al readv has been pointed out 
by Prof. McDonald, a good many of our 
institutions are running on the principle 
of deficit financiering. But whether they 
go around to solicit deficits or not is an 
entirely ditYereni question a ml I am 
glad that 1 am not put in the position of 
being obliged to scrutinize your chair- 
man's very kind offer. 

You have given me congenial com- 
panions here. I was fortunate to run 
across an old pupil of mine whom I had 
not seen for many years— a member of 
my first class — a class to which 1 have 
always felt great gratitude because they 
allowed me to try my 'prentice baud on 
them and see what I could do. I taught 
them Latin, a thing of which 1 knew 
very little— next to nothing— and my 
pupil lias already forgotten what 1 
taught him. (Laughter) He has en- 
deared himself to the community in 
which he lives and a touching story was 
told me this evening to show his char- 
acter. He was visiting in a country 
house with another Bostonian, who is 
not a Yale man but is a good friend of 
ours, and they became very much at- 
tached to each other. It was like David 
and Jonathan. And when mv former pu- 
pil left the house, his visit being ended, 
his friend repined: he was lonely: he 
was downhearted, lie did not know what 
the trouble was. but he longed for his 
friend, lie finally wrote him that he had 
discovered what the real trouble was. 
He said, "I have found that a magnum 
goes so much fnrher with three than a 
quart of champagne does with two.” 
(Laughter.) These are the kind of men. 
gentlemen, that we turn out from Yale. 

1 Renewed laughter. > 

1 cannot, however — it would be pre- 
sumption, in fact. Mr. Chairman, if I 
were to appear here as the representa- 
tive of Yale. Yale would have a worthy 
representative in our President, who 
could speak with authority of what Yale 
i> aud with confidence of what ) ale is 
going to do. it i- represented in the .gen- 
tlemen about me — the president of the 
Bar Association, leaders at the bar, in 
the church and in the other professions. 
It already has been represented in the 
person of one of our graduates, who has 
spoken for another institution. I "peak 
from Yale, ratlu-r jhan for N ale. and 
this gives me the great advantage that 
in "peaking I commit nobody else, and 
if I "peak ill I alone take the blame for 
what I have said. I therefore have a 
great deal of freedom, as you will read- 
ily see, and am at liberty to speak 011 al- 
most any subject : and it is gratifying to 
me, coining late as 1 d* 10 find that my 
subject has not already been pre-empted 
by the other speakers. 

It has for inane years occurred to me 
that one of the "Hiking feature- of our 
universities as compared with the uni- 
versities of other countries, is the very 
cIom- and intimate organic connection be- 
tween our seats of learning and the in- 
dustrial and business life ol the com- 
munity. We have a closer connection 
than the universities of Germany, which 
are stale institutions and wIiom. pro- 
fessors are "tate officials and therefore 
classed as slate official*. We have a 
closer connection, it seems to me. than 
the great English universities, whose en- 
dowments come down from a long dis- 
tance in the past and which turn out. 
rather, representative** of a certain liin- 
jilcd clas". We are turning out more and 
more business men. In the beginning 
practically all of our universities, I sup- 
pose. had very much the same aim At 
Yale our very first charter staled that 
.Mlc of the objects of the institution was 
“to lit youth by the blessing of Almighty 
God for public service.” It brought in 
church aud cud state. The charter of 
Harvard contains the almost identical 
; words. Tlie charter of Dartmouth is 
somewhat different. Inn es-A-mialK the 
same Dartmouth was founded, as you 
know, primarily to educate Indians. Ii 
has had a marvelous success in that field. 
(Great laughter and applause. I We have 
heard their war-whoop tonight aud uni 
have already amkipateil what i was go- 
ing to say with regard to its greatest 
success, perhaps, in putting one of its 
graduates at the head of this club But 
it also aimed to fit young men to till the 


churches with a learned and Orthodox 
ministry, and church and state were 50 
closely connected in those dnys that the 
aim may be stated to be practically iden- 
tical. I suppose that "Lux et Veritas” at 
Yale mean very much the same thing to 
the men of the eighteenth century as 
"Christo et Ecclcsiae” at Harvard. We 
have the same mottos with perhaps a 
slightly different interpretation. When 1 
speak of the new interpretation I do 
not refer to the translation which is 
commonly credited to certain persons in 
Cambridge of this famous motto. It is 
doubtless familiar to you ; it lias been, 
used as n motto on Harvard stationery, 
1 believe, and 1 do not refer to that at 
the present time. But 1 do mean that we 
are still trying to train men to public 
service, bm tlie public service takes a 
different form. 

It is a very curious thing that in the 
first fifteen years of Yale’s existence 
over 78 per cent, of her graduates went 
into the ministry. By the end of the 
nineteenth century that had dwindled to 
7 per cent, and by the beginning of the 
twentieth to 3 per cent — few but good. 
Small in numbers but rich in piety, 
learning and all the graces. On the other 
hand, the business men, 2 per cent, at 
the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
at its end were 31 per cent, and now at 
the beginning of the twentieth over 40 
per cent. And not only that, hut I think 
il is fair to say that the of the profes- 
sions, the lawyers at least are getting to 
be more and more closely associated with 
business affairs. Many lawyers go into 
business later 011 in their careers. And 
while 1 speak with some diffidence in the 
presence of eminent barristers and do 
not pretend to give any more than an 
impression of wliat is taking place, I be- 
lieve that I shall be borne out in saying 
that an increasing proportion of the tal- 
ented and learned lawyers arc devoting 
themselves not so much to controver- 
sial work, which involves the settling of 
the rights of the individual hut rather 
to organizing work, which involves the 
drafting or the pushing of laws which 
are made for the purpose of organizing 
great industrial corporations, or pos- 
sibly occasionalyy also for devising 
means by which those laws may he ren- 
dered innocuous to their client. (Laugh- 
ter.) At any rate, they are forming and 
assisting in forming the legal framework 
in which our industry is cast, and as 
such they arc closely connected with 
business. 

But in other ways our universities are 
organically connected with the business 
world. Of course we all know that a 
large part of the endowments which are 
coming to the universities come not from 
landed estates but from large fortunes 
made in active business. We also know 
that the governing bodies of most of our 
colleges have upon them representatives 
of the graduates, whereby in turn the 
graduates retlect their infiuencc upon the 
college. We know also that a very con- 
siderable part of the funds which the 
colleges own must he invested in some 
kind of corporate securities. In short, in 
all of these four ways our colleges are 
enmeshed, you may say. intertwined 
with the business life of tlu* community. 
They cannot escape it. 

Now thi* lias its advantages, hut it 
also has its embarrassments occasionally 
ami its responsibilities. Its advantages. 
! think, are evident to every treasurer 
who has the pleasure of recording in- 
creases in the annual gifts to his univer- 
sity. Its einbarassiuciils sometimes arise 
when gifts come from persons whose 
ideals or at any rate whose practice does 
not seem to quite agree with the tradi- 
tions and the teachings of the univer- 
sity. but who apparently expect their 
money to do better than they themselves 
have "done. ( Laughter. ) And its rcspoti- 
sibilities K it seems to me. come in the re- 
action — m the effect which all these iu- 
tl lienees are going to produce upon the 
student world and through tlu* student 
world upon the generation following. 
Prof. Dicey, in his valuable lectures oil 
"Law om) Opinion in England" which 
I assume every lawyer here lias read, 
points out in a most interesting way how 
a course of thought, after it has once 
been lost into the world, does not em- 
body itsqlf in legislation until a gener- 
ation later; as, for instance, the doctrine 
of free trade in England did tun become 
incorporated in legislation until seventy 
years after Adam Smith had given it ut- 
terance. And so in our colleges we are 
training the leaders of twenty years 
hence, and that, it seems to me. is where 
our responsibility comes. We are not 
striving for tlu* immediate future. We 
differ in that respect from the journalist, 
who must make his hit tomorrow or the 
opportunity is gone. We are like the for- 
ester. who plants a forest which will not 
be harvested for sixty or seventy or 
eighty years from the time. This respon- 
sibility is one which ( think we should 
all feel very keenly. It should give that 
humility for which Pntrodcut Tucker 
pleaded. I entirely agree with him in his 
plea for humility. A similar thought, as 
you know, was expressed by ‘‘Puddji- 
head Wilson" when he said that the En- 
glish are mentioned in the 1 Bible — "The 
meek shall inherit the earth.” And so I 
hope we shall all h*ar« humility in our 
dealings. 

Now tlu- first responsibility for train- 
ing the morals of the future captains of 
industry rests, of course, upon the pro- 
fessor, but il has already been very well 
said that it is very difficult for the pro- 
fessors alone to accomplish very much. 
It certainly is very difficult to t accom- 
plish much by direct teaching. The su- 
deut world is a microcosm. It has its 
different interests; it has its competit- 
ions and it" combinations; it has its in- 
tellectually rich and its intellectually 
poor: it has its rivalries ami it has its 
public sentiment, and that public senti- 
ment is singularly under the influence of 
whatever interest may for the time be- 
ing he paramount. But that sent intent is 
not influenced by the college alone. Our 
universities are no cloister institutions. 
They are in direct aud vital contact with 
the world around them They feel the 
pulse of the alumni and of the business 
men. Ami if our graduates are willing 
to demand success without looking into 
the means by which success has been at- 
tained. if they reach the cynical position 
that alter all you must take the world as 
it i" and must not be loo particular about 
I In* way in which people attain their 
etuis, that i" bourn) to read upon the stu- 
dent world, and not only upon tlu* stu- 
dent world bm upon the men of the fu- 
ture. and in that way upon the entire 
imlu-irial organization. 

What I should like to make clear and 
"hotihl like to eMlphasize is the fact that 
our universities, being organically con- 
ned ud will) the whole capitalistic sys- 
tem of industry in which we are now liv- 
ing, have it in their power to influence 
for good or for ill the fate of that sys- 
tem mid that, inasmuch as every tree is 
judged by its fruits, h is for those who

arc interested iti that system to see that 
its fruits are good and not evil and that 
they arc not open to criticism. 

I think 1 am somewhat less pessimis- 
tic in this respect than one of the for- 
mer speakers. Perhaps he was not con- 
scious of being pessimistic. At any rate, 

I may say that 1 am more optimistic, if 
he objects to that phrase. 1 have great 
faith in the idealism of youth. 1 believe 
that students — the mass of students in 
our universities— have naturally good, 
high ideals. And 1 have some straws — 
mere straws, perhaps, but some things 
which have occurred in recent limes to 
indicate that. For instance, during the 
recent Jerome campaign ill New York a 
lot of our students went down as watch- 
ers. To go back one more college gener- 
ation, some of the boys in a preparatory 
school near New Haven actually saved 
ttp their pocket motley which they were 
in the habit of spending upon pies and i 
sent it down to help the Jerome cam- 
paign, Now, gentlemen, if you know j 
what pic means to a New England hoy 
you can measure the size of that sacri- 
fice. (Applause.) And the other day three 
students came to my house just at the 
end of the vacation. They said, “ We 
have come hack a couple of days in ad- 
vance of the term because we want to 
push our organization for good city gov- 
ernment, and we want to see if we can- 
not by entering into correspondence with 
the students in other universities secure 
a general league of similar organizations 
in all the universities of the country 
which are working for good government, 
whether in the state or in the city or in 
the nation. 

Now all those things, gentlemen, are 
hits of idealism. They are little tilings 
in themselves, perhaps, but I think that 
they arc indicative of the spirit which 
does exist among our students and which 
needs only some encouragement to have 
real effect. This effect has been produced 
of course, in many eases. Recent disclo- 
sures tend to make many people pessi- 
mistic with regard to our business world. 
It is pleasant under such circumstances 
to think of some men who have lived up 
to their ideals. And I should like to 
merely mention one name which is fa- 
miliar to you all — that of the late Wil- 
liam H. Baldwin, Jr., — a man who did 
live up to his ideals, a man who was a 
prominent corporation officer but at the 
same time a good and dean citizen — a 
man whose life did equal credit to his 
college, to his state, to his profession 
and to his country. 

It is pleasant to feel that at this gath- 
ering, in spite of some football meta- 
phors which have enlivened the pro- 
ceedings, that we appear here as coop- 
erators and not as rivals. And 1 should 
like to express my idea in the happy 
phrase which lingered in my memory 
from the letter of President Kliot read 
at our hi-cetitennial, when lie referred 
to colleges as "zealous workers in one 
cause." That is what we are here for. 
We are here not as rivals, but we are 
here to push those interests which all of 
the universities have in common. (Ap- 
plause.) 

President Powers. I wish to say to 
Professor Farnam that it is a source 
of great gratification to know that Yale 
was originally chartered to educated’ 
young men for the ministry. I assume, 
however, that that charter expiree! some 
years ago. (Laughter.) And it is also a 
source of gratification to know that one 
of the characteristics of the Yale lawyer 
is to always settle his case and never to 
make a contest over it. I want to say to 
Professor Farnam that in myobser ra- 
tion of the Yale lawyer at the Boston 
bar he would rather litigate his ease and 
try it at the end than take the full sum 
that he claims at I lie outset.

Read Before Newton Equal 
Suffrage League 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The subject, Municipal Needs, is so 
large, that in the half #or three-quarters 
of an hour allotted to me, only an out- 
line could he given. 

This subject includes the politics, so- 
cial conditions, administration of the 
Fire, Police and Finance lleparlmenis, 
and the economics of Light and Power, 
Water, and infra and intenirhaii trans- 
portation ; and, beyond these, it includes 
the great question of the relation of 
Corporations to the Public Welfare. 

Under such circumstances, I have 
deemed it best to present for your con- 
sideration, the relation, from an eco- 
nomic point of view, or our City to the 
Street Railway Corporations in its ter- 
ritory, and to ascertain, as far as we 
can. whether there is any Municipal Need 
in reference to such corporations de- 
manding attention and action by the 

In the discussion of this relation, it is 
to he hurtle in mind, that one phase of 
the issue, — corporations against the pub- 
lic welfare, is under consideration, and 
it would not be just either to the Cor- 
porations or to the City, to eliminate 
this phase, ami deal with the relation as 
if the Street Railways and the City were 
detached and isolated from the remain- 
der of the Commonwealth. 

When we reflect that in dealing with 
the interest in Newton of the HoMoii El- 
evated, the I lnstui 1 & Worcester, and of 
I lie Newton Street Railway. Companies, 
we are dealing with the relation of New- 
ton to forty different towns and cities 
in the Common wealth, and that when 
we take fitch towns and cities into the 
relation, we enter upon an interstate 
problem, which rapidly advances tow- 
ards a iiatilmal problem: ami it be- 
comes plain, without further statement, 
that the relation of these Street Railway 
Corporations to the City, demand the | 
most careful, patient ami thorough study, 
if we are going to reach results of val- 
ue. _ | 

As some of you may not be familiar , 
with the different kinds of Corpora- 
tions. and their chief differences, I have 
for the purposes of (his discussion, clas- 
sified them and pointed out some of their 
distinctions. They are classified 

(1) As Municipal Corporations. 

(j) Public Service Corporations: 

13) Industrial Corporations. 

A Municipal Corporation is a govern 
mental agency. The Corporation of the 
City of Newton is the agent of the 


Commonwealth, by and through which 
the people of Newton, in their local af- 
fairs, govern themselves. One of the 
leading distinctions between Newton as 
a Corporation, and a Public Service or 
Industrial Corporation, is, the City of 
Newton is not in business to make mon- 
ey for itself, whilst a Public Service 
or Industrial Corporation has for its 
primary purpose, making money for it- 
self and shareholders. The charter of 
the city belongs to the people of New- 
ton, they are the shareholders: it is 
their money which is spent and they have 
the right to require the maximum pub- 
lic benefit for the minimum expenditure 
of public property: Whereas, the char- 
ter of a Public Service or Industrial 
Corporation belongs to the shareholders 
and they have the right to require ex- 
pert administration, rigid economy and 
a fair return on their money. 

A Public Service Corporation is an 
association of persons under a certifi- 
cate whereby they receive from the Na- 
tion, State or City, the grant of a monop- 
oly, in consideration for which the Cor- 
poration undertakes to render for pay 
services to the public. Such Corporations 
are Railroad, Railway, Gas and Electric 
Light, and Water, Companies. These 
severally enjoy a monopoly; for exam- 
ple, the Boston & Albany had a monop- 
oly of carrying passengers and freight 
between Boston and Newton by steam 
railroad; the Newton & Watertown Gas 
Light Co. has a monopoly in furnishing 
gas and electric light to the people of 
Newton; and the Street Railway Com- 
panies have locations in the streets giv- 
ing them the monopoly of carrying pas- 
sengers in their cars and on their tracks 
in such streets. 

An Industrial Corporation is an asso- 
ciation of individuals under a certificate 
of incorporation, for carrying on some 
lawful business, such as the manufacture 
and sale of goods, wares and merchan- 
dises. 

It is plain that some of the leading dif- 
ferences between a Public Service Cor- 
poration and an Industrial Corporation 
are : 

(1) The Public Service Corporation 
lias a monopul \ ; the I min si rial lias 
not. 

til The Public Service Corporation is 
compelled by law to render service to 
the people without discrimination; an 
Industrial renders its service to whom- 
soever it sees fit, with or without dis- 
crimination. 

(3I The Public Service must sell its 
service at a uniform price and with- 
out discrimination; an Industrial sells 
its service or goods at such prices and 
with such discrimination as it sees fit; 
and 

14! The Public Service Corporation 
gels its business through its monopoly 
from the necessities of the people, and 
not by reason of its behavior, or the 
qua lily of its service, and its husinos 
is increased through the increase of 
population and die necessities of the 
people, without its own efforts being 
tile primary contributing cause of the 
increase; ail Industrial gets its busi- 
ness out of the fierce conflict of com- 
petition. by reason of its good behav- 
ior and the quality of its goods, anil is 
the primary cause of the origin and in- 
crease of the demand for its goods. 
From this brief outline, will be seen 
what some of the differences are between 
a Municipal, a Public Service, and an 
Industrial Corporation; and that the 
Street Railway Companies in Newton, 
are public service corporations. 

Let us now consider: 

I. The number of Street Railway 
Corporations in Newton, their organi- 
zation, and capitalization. 

II. The contribution to their capi- 
talization by the shareholders and the 
contribution by the people of Newton; 
the contribution to the business done 
and earnings made by the corporations, 
and the contribution to the business and 
earnings by the people of Newton, 

III. Their Taxation. 

IV. Their Control. 

V. Our Street Railway Problem. 

There are seven Street Railway Cor- 
porations in the City of Newton; their 
names and respective year of organi- 
zation are substantially as follows :

The original capital of the \\ altham 
it Niwton Street Railway Company, 
which was the horse street railway be- 
tween West Newton am! Waltham, ap- 
pears to have been $11x1,000. Whether 
this amount was three- foturhs or more, 
water, cannot now Ik easily ascertained, 
In 1889, its capital appears to have been 
$30,000: earnings, S13.70J.33; siirp’u:. 
$4,096.77 ; track mileage. \.J Hides. Aug. 
19. 1889, this street railway with its en- 
tire equipment, land and buildings, was 
soli l to the Newton Street Railway Com- 
pany at the price of $52, .70.35, but really 
for $45.945.32, — a difference of $6.r-5- l \V 
Thc Newton Street Railway Company 
was organized in 1886. Its first report 
to the Railroad Commission is for the 
year ending Sept. 30. 1880, a ml shows a 
itet income of $75o.<>0. The Company's 
business in reality began with Sept. 30, 
1889, with a capital of $50,000. and end- 
ed with Sept. 30, 1903. with a capital of 
$315,000. During this period of 13 years, 
its average yearly increase of its capital 
slock was $20,384.01, making a total in- 
crease in 13 years of $265,1x10. Its av- 
erage yearly earnings was $89,602.08 ; 
its average dividends was (1 per cent.; 
its average track in miles was 12.422. In 
no instauec lines it appear that the in- 
crease in capital stock was paid for by 
cash at $nx>. per share, the par value of 
a share being $100 \V hen. therefore, it 
is remembered that in tile original pur- 
chase of the Newton it Waltham Street 
Railway Company by the Newton Street 
Railway Company, the _ reports show 
$0,325.03 discrepancy, it is a fair infer- 
ence that tiie original and initiatory pol- 
icy of wittering the slock or getting 
something for nothing was fundamental 
in the promotion and administration of 
tin- Company; especially is this seen to 
iie the policy of the Company, win 11 out 
of its annual earnings, it pays for per- 
manent improvements under the head of 
operating expenses, and til the same 
lime increases its ca pi I it I stock and 
bonded debt. 

A fair consideration of the reports 
made to the Railroad Commissioners, 
leads to the conclusion that a large part 
of the ciipital slock hxs never been paid 
fur in cash into the treasury of the Com 
piiny from moneys of its shareholders 
coming to and from them and from their 
resources outside of the Company; and 
that they have for every such dollar uaiu 
into the treasury, and used by the Com 
paiiy, received a dividend not less than 


otic and one-half dollars between Sq>t. 
30, 1889, and Sept. 30, 1903; and that its 
shares on Sept. 30, 1903, were fairly 
worth $150 per share. 

To state the matter in another way, 
the original outlay had been returned, 
anti twice as much more, and die orig- 
inal cash investment tripled in value. 

In 1903, a consolidation took place be- 
tween the Newton, Commonwealth Ave- 
nue and Wellesley & Boston Street 
Railway Companies. The capital stock 
of the Commonwealth Avenue was 
$29.2,000, and of the Wellesley it Bos- 
ton, $115,000. The Newton Street Rail- 
way took over these two Companies, and 
paid for them by increasing its capital 
stock $407,000, and giving one share for 
a share in cither one of the other Com- 
panies. 

In addition to this, the Newton Street 
Railway Company assumed the liabili- 
ties of the other two Companies, making 
its aggregate liability assumed $711,- 
534.K9. In assuming these liabilities, the 
Newton Street Railway Company as- 
sumed all, if any, of the water or liabil- 
ities incurred and stock issued for noth- 
ing, which had come into being through 
the manipulation of the Commonwealth 
Avenue and the Wellesley & Boston 
Companies. By this consolidation, the 
capital stock of the. Newton Street Rail- 
wav Company became $722,000. 

The joint earnings of these three rail- 
ways for the year ending Sept. 30, 1903, 
was $281,364.03; and out of these earn- 
ings the companies operated individually 
paid a 6 per cent, dividend. 

In the year ending Sept. 30, 1904, the 
joint earnings of the three companies 
was $311,564.05. Out of these earnings a 
4 per cent dividend was paid upon the 
capital slock of the three companies. In 
the year ending Sept. 30, 1905, the joint 
earnings was $323,743.41. Out of these 
earnings at 3 t-2 per cent, dividend was 
paid upon $722000. the joint capital 
stock of the three companies. 

The import ant fact to he observed is 
that under the consolidation of the three 
companies, in the Newton Street Rail- 
way. the annual earnings increase and 
the dividend decreases; and a very no- 
ticeable fact for the year 1905, i*. that 
the operating expenses of the consoli- 
dated companies are about 70 per cent, 
of the earnings. 

The explanation of this condition of 
things is seen in the fact, that the Di- 
rectors of the Newton Street Railway, 
Commonwealth Avenue Railway, of the 
Newton & Boston, and the Lexington & 
Boston Railways, are the same persons; 
and it is to lie noticed that the Newton 
Si Boston Company, with a capital stock 
of $2oo.o<x>, did not pay any dividends 
for the years 1892. 1893. ’1894’ 1895, 1900. 
lyoi, 0)02. 1003. tyot. I *>>5. and have a 
total deficit in the year 1905 of $t8t- 
931.77; and that the Lexington & Boston 
Company, with a capital of $525,000, has 
paid in 1905. no dividend, and has a sur- 
plus Sept. 30th. 1905, of $4,859.99, whilst 
the Newtonville & Watertown Company, 
with a capital of $50,000. has paid an 
average dividend of 64-7 per cent, and 
the average dividend of the Lexington 
& Boston lias been 2.6 per cent, from 
iijnn to and including 1904. 

The entire lawful capital slock of the 
Newton, of the Newton & Boston, and 
of the Lexington & Boston is $1,397,000: 
lint it is currently said that the shares 
in these Companies are all held by an 
Association known as the Boston & 
Suburban Elect ric Company: and the 
shares are placed with the Association 
as a basis upon which has been issued 
47,000 preferred shares and 47.000 com- 
mon or non-pro ferret 1 shares. The pre- 
ferred shares are said to he worth in the 
uiarkci about $60.00 per share, which 
should make the 4/-<>«> aggregate 
$2,820.000 ; and the common or non-pre- 
ferred is said to be worth about $10. per 
share, which would make the 47,000 ag- 
gregate $470,000. These sums aggregate 
$3,290,000. as the capitalization of the 
Newton Street Railway Company, and 
ihe Lexington K: Boston Street Railway 
Company. 

I f $3,290,000 he the capitalization of 
these corporations upon which die pub- 
lic are expected to pay some sort of a 
dividend, it is safe to say that in this 
capitalization, there is not exceeding 25 
cents on tile dollar in cash paid ill orig- 
inally. The tracks of these companies 
which are under die control of the same 
Bn-M-d »>f Directors are 84.534 miles. 

II. Eliminating from our discussion 
the Lexington & Boston Street Railway 
Company, 110 pari of which is within 
the corporate limits of the City of New- 
lon, we come to the consideration of die 
question What has die people of New- 
ton contributed 10 the capitalization of 
these corporations? 

The people have contributed: 

1. A monopoly location in particular 
streets. For example, the City of New 
ton gave to the Newton Street Railway 
Company, a location in Washington

Street, and widened said street at an ex- 
pense of about $ l .ddo.odo. 

The entire business done and earn- 
ings made hv the Companies came from 
the people, and from the necessities of 
the people. 

,V The entire increase in the business j 
done and earnings made entne from the 
increase in population. 

No one of these things spring from 
any active agency of the corporation. A 
street railway therefore differs widely 
from an industrial corporation, for the 
latter's business and earnings depend 
entirely upon its own efforts in compe- 
tition with the world. From the fact that 
a street railway company receives a 
monopoly and nil of its business and 
earnings from the people, we are nat- 
urally led to impure. What do the peo- 
ple get in return for their contribution? 
And this leads ns to the matter of tax- 
ation. 

In Massachusetts, there are four 
kinds of taxes upon street railway cor- 
porations : 

i. A lax upon their real estate and 
nachiiuTy. 

Corporate franchise tax. 

X Additional tax. 

4. Kxcise tax. 

The tax upon the real estate and ma- 
chinery is assessed by the tax assessors 
in the town or city, where the real es- 
tate and machinery arc located. 

The franchise tax is ascertained by 
getting the true market value of the 
shares of a corporation, assessing the 
aggregate amount thereon, according to 
the rate fixed by ascertaining the rate of 
tax paid in the Commonwealth, ami de- 
ducting from the amount of tax so as- 
certained. the amount assessed upon its 
i real estate and machinery. This is by the 
1 tax-commissioners. 

The additional tax is the excess divi- 
dend above 8 per cent, upon its capital 
i stock. 

The excise lax is a percentage based 
upon the annual gross receipts for each 
mile of track, beginning with i per 
cent, on $4000 or less, and going to 3 
per cent, on $28.0047 or more per mile. 

R. L. Chap. 14, Sects. 37. 38. 40. 41,

There does not seem to be any valid 
objection to leaving to the assessors of 
the several cities and towns, the assess- 
ment of the tax upon the real estate and 
machinery of a street railway corpora- 
tion located in such city or town. 

The three other taxes specified, name- 
ly: the franchise, additional and excise 
taxes, seem to he difficult of application. 
For example, it is almost imposible to 
ascertain anything near what the true 
market value of a street railway share 
is; and the additional tax. which is con- 
tingent upon the excess over and above 
an 8 per cent, dividend, is equally diffi- 
cult to obtain and is in fact an invita- 
tion to the Directors of street railway 
companies, to turn the excess dividends 
into permanent improvements, large sal- 
aries and other expenses, in order to 
prevent the existence of any excess. 

The excise tax being a tax upon the 
gross receipts of street railway corpora- 
tions per mile of its tracks, is easily as- 
certained, and needs only a proper su- 
pervision of the liooks of the corpora- 
tions lo assess the tax justly and ac- 
curately. The interests of lioth cities 
and towns and the interests of street 
railway corporations demand that the 
j taxes assessed upon the street railway 
corporations should he assessed by the 
simplest and most efficient rule possi- 
ble; and f all the 'methods suggested 
1 for getting at a fair tax of the corpora- 
tions. the rule which would make the 
tax a percentage of the gross earnings 
or receipts, seems to he the simplest and 
most efficient. 

The return to the cities and towns in 
Massachusetts of the taxes levied by the 
Commonwealth, upon the street railway 
corporations, operating within the re- 
spective cities or towns, is no longer ac- 
cording to the domicile of the sharehold- 
er. but is now regulated by the length 
. of the miles of the street railwav. 

The distribution of the taxes by this 
method is not altogether so fair as it 
appears; for example, take the Lexing- 
ton & boston Company : Waltham is in 
certain parts densely populated, and iL is 
from these people the fares come which 
make the gross earnings and furnish the 
basis for the sum total of the taxes. 

J A large part, however, of the Lex- 
ington & Hostoit's Road is through thin- 
ly populated towns ; to allow such towns 
to share in the taxes, according to the 
miles of track in them, is scarcely fair 
to the people of Waltham. It i* obvious 
, therefore, that whilst a percentage of 
the gross receipts affords a simple 1 
fair rule of taxation, a distribution of 
the tax per mile of track might be in- 
1 equitable, where the Company's track 
wa> in two or more cities or towns. 

The great question, however, agitat- 
ing the people at the present tune, and 
which is likely lo demand the serious 
attention of the public for years to come, 
i* the control of the public service cor- 
porations by the cities and iown» in 
which they operate. To meet llie ques- 
tion of control, three proposition- have 
been advanced as to street railways: 

1. That each city or town shall own 
the -treet railways within its territory. 

This is called municipalization. 

1 That the city or town should own 
I the rail-- and roadbed, and lease these 
t>> an operator lor a term of years. 

I Till.' i- called the term tenure system; 

I ami 

I 3. bur tlu- street railway corporation 
jt<i own in perpetuity the whole plan. 

I i Till- i* called the llllhuiiled tenure 

I I uni 

The first of these methods of control 
| i - in active operation in Great Britain 
in -.i-v. ral riiie- ; among which are 
Glasgow, Leeds, Birmingham, etc., and 
the public policy of Great Britain seems 
to favor municipalization. It 1- pointed 
out that tin citie- named, especially 
Glasgow, have made a sticee - ul owning 
and operating their street railway: , or 
at they are there called tramway-. Su- 
et- . however, i- a relative term and ex 
* cucdingly difficult to appreciate, wliun 
applied to the administration of a pub- 
lic ervice corporation. F»*r txamplr. 
jGki row lias in round number- a popu- 
lation of Hot i.ooo, and this population i- 
congested ; the city utilize; 1 44 mile-- of 
tramway to serve this, population, at a 
rale of from 1 t** 11 cents : Boston, on 
he other hand, lias a population in round 
number* of fmojion, and niili/e* 44K 
mile-- of track t>* vrve this population, 
with uniform fare of five cent: ; more- 
over. the qua liiy of the ervice <>f ilu* 
Boston Klevatcd i- superior to the *t 
vice (»f the Glasgow Tramway Again, .t 
Scotchman i- clo-.t m bis dealings, and 
close in his habitat. The rigor of the 
climate and sterility of the ..oil hag burnt 
into the Scotch people the very essence 
(»f condensed closeness, whilst free and 
enlightened government, efficient public 


schools and a generous climate has made 
the New Englander a lover of liberal 
spaces, fresh air, and comforts of body 
and mind. Glasgow's success under mu- 
nicipalization is not comparable to Bos- 
ton's success under private ownership 
of street railways. 

The day has passed for Newton to 
think of owning and operating the street 
tramways in its territory. The expense of 
taking over the existing plants anti street 
railways by the city would he prohibi- 
tive. We are now staggering under 
taxes and an increase would necessarily 
j follow the purchase or replacing of the 
railway companies. The franchises 
which We gave away would return to 
burden ns with debt. 

In addition lo the above objections, 
there is no more reason for a city to 
own and operate street railways, than 
there is for the State to own and operate 
steam railroad, telegraph and telephone 
systems; and there is no more reason for 
tiie State to own and operate such sys- 
tems, than there is for the Nation to own 
and operate such systems: Government, 
Municipal, State and National, will ful- 
fill its duly by standing between the peo- 
ple and the corporations, and making 
and enforcing laws which are just to 
both parties. 

The term-tenure system seems _ to be 
the public policy of Continental Europe. 
Examples of this system arc Berlin, 
Hanover, etc. Iti this system, the city 
owns usually the rails and road-bed and 
leases these to operators. The subway 
in Boston is a type of this system; the 
Boston Elevated is the lessee of the sub- 
way for a term of years. The objections 
to the term-tenure is that as the lessee 
gets towards the end of the term, he be- 
gins to strip the plant and depreciate the 
quality of the service; in a certain sense 
the lessee cheats himself and cheats the 
public; because of the uncertainty of 
renewal of this lease he runs the busi- 
ness for what is in sight without regard 
to the future, and such a method neces- 
sarily gives the public at some time or 
other inferior service. 

The unlimited tenure system has been 
adopted ill many of our States, although 
the tendency seems to he towards the 
term-tenure system. Philadelphia is an 
unfortunate example of this system as 
Pennsylvania methods are unfortunate 
examples in other respects. 

“The* glaring evil of this form of fran- 
chise is the difficulty of readjusting the 
compensation for monopoly privileges 
as the community grows and the condi- 
tions change. * * * As early as i 8 (> 4 . 
one line was earning 45 per cent, divi- 
dend on actual investment, another 28 
per cent., two more about 20 per cent., 
and the entire system was averaging 
nearly to per cent, on paid-in capital. In 
the early eighties these large profits at- 
tracted the attention of a coterie of bold 
financiers who have since become famous 
in the street railway world as the ’Phil- 
adelphia syndicate.’ They quietly bought 
large blocks of slock and llicn formed 
an operating company in 1883 to lease 
the original lines at very high rentals. 
Ten years later all the original compan- 
ies. except one had been leased by three 
traction companies, and in 1895 these 
three operating companies were absorb- 
ed by the present Union Traction Com- 
pany. 

rite abnormal profit is indicated by 
the lease charges paid by the Union 
Traction Company. One important line 
receives a ' guaranteed annual dividend 
of “2 per cent, on paid-in capital, an- 
other 71.fi per cent., a third 42.8 per 
cent, and eight other lines a dividend 
ranging from 40 to 20 per cent, on actual 
investment. 

During the various consolidation pro- 
cesses the capitalization has been inflated 
in the familiar vvvv until the total net 
capitalization of the* system is now above 
$108,000,000, which is more than three 
times its cost of construction and equip- 
ment as reported by the Companies. The 
investigation made three years ago 
showed that the market value of the 
stocks of the company then exceeded 
$ 1 20,oi H),ooo, while the company's fig- 
ures of the total cost of the system were 
only $36,000,000. Thus accepting the ex- 
aggerated cost figures of the company. 
Philadelphians are expected to pay for 
their street ear service the market rate 
of interest on more than three and one- 
half times the capital actually invested. 

Such over-capitalization as is here in- 
dicated as a special characteristic of the 
unlimited franchise makes- the readjust- 
ment of lares and franchise charges on | 
an equitable basis difficult for the pub- i 
j lie and most painful for the investors. 
Many of the present holders of securities ; 
i have’ leaned no benefit from tlu inflation 
process. Those who received the exorbi- 
tant returns through inflation of stock j 
value* have either sold their securities 
or are prepared to do so at the first j 
*ymptom of forced contraction. The ex- j 
tent of tile loss to recent investors, in 
many of our great cities, if the public j 
ever demands service at cost, is indi- 
cated by the facts for Philadelphia. |

consolidation, they paid in 4 per 
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cent, out of gross earnings of $283, 04 X>; 
and in I <*>5. out of gross earnings of 
$323,000, they paid 3 I -2 per cent, divi- 
dends. If issues were raised in our mu- 
nicipal elections against syndicating 
these companies for three times their 
cost; against manipulating the gross 
earnings; in favor of thorough examina- 
tion of their management and books 
through our assessors by experts, and 
giving the public access to the results; 
ami in favor of uniform fares through- 
out the city, at the rate of seven tickets 
for 25 cents and five cents for single 
fares, on the ground the public furnishes 
all the business, alt the increase in the 
business, has furnished a large part of 
the capital in the way of free franchises, 
and all the money for continuing the 
business: the issues would not be sus- 
tained by the people; and any attempt 
lo force concessions through the exercise 
of the power lo revoke the franchises 
woultl meet with disaster. Nominally, 
our Newton Street Railway franchises 
are revocable; in substance, they are un- 
limited ; and llie history anil development 
of our Companies hear, though on a 
smaller scale, a striking resemblance lo 
the Philadelphia processes. The problem 
before Newton ami the other cities ai.J 
towns iti the Commonwealth is not easy 
of solution: having in many instances, 
parted with valuable franchises for noth- 
ing. the iiuestions arise : 

(.1). What ought the cities ami 
towns lo do in order to get some fair re- 
turn for these franchises? 

(2) What ought they to do to gel 
their share of the profits to he made 
hereafter by the partnership between 
the people and public service companies? 

The answer to the first question is. it 
is practically impossible to get any re- 
turn for the franchises. 

The answer to the second question is, 
semi to your Board of Aldermen and to 
the office of Mayor men who will look 
after your interest, and send to your 
Legislature men of sufficient intelligence 
and character to solve these questions 
fairly, put the results on your Statute 
book and have the statutes enforced. 
How shall such men be obtained? By 
educating the people. The great need, 
therefore, of Newton is lo educate its 
voters upon these important economic 
questions: before, however, we get to 
eilucatiiig the people, upon economic, po- 
litical and social matters, they need to 
he educated in matters which pertain to 
elementary justice. Neither our govern- 
ment municipal, State or National, will 
ever reach the full measure of its use- 
fulness and greatness, until they rest 
upon the legal equality of human beings. 
I do not mean by this that all human be- 
ings within or who may come within 
the United States should instantly he 
clothed with legal equality, hut 1 4I0 
mean that one-half the Nation who are 
equally capable as the other half of sup- 
porting and maintaining the cause of 
good government, and whose property, 
liberty and lives are inseparably bound 
u tlie laws, land and government, should 
not be denied the right of the ballot on 
the grouml of sex. The women of New- 
ton could not very well have managed 
the city's affairs worse than they have 
been managed, and I believe, that if the 
women bad for years been exercising 
the tight of ballot, we would not now 
have 40 per cent, of our lax levy Used 
for interest and sinking fund purposes, 
an assessed valuation in excess of the 
market value of our property, a depleted 
treasury, and these lamentations over 
the gift of valuable franchises for noth- 
ing; nor would our municipal cam- 
paigns he conducted as they are.

To the Editor of The Newton Graphic: 

Before our state legislature is pending 
the petition of William F. Garcclon anti 
others for an amendment of the charter 
of the city of Newton in order to pro- 
vhlc for biennial city elections. The bill 
which accompanies this petition provides 
not only for two year terms for the 
mayor and aldermen but for the aboli- 
tion of the school committee as at pres- 
ent constituted and for the substitution 
of a new board of seven, one from each 
ward, whose full term of office, after the 
system is in 47per.it ion, shall be four 
years. 

Regarding the change in llie number 
of school committee, 1 express no opin- 
ion on the merits of the case. If the 
change is wise, it is in no commensurate 
with the evils of a system of biennial 
city elections. If il is unwise, it makes 
the case all the stronger why the whole 
pending bill should be tlcfeated. In atfy 
event, il wouUl he unwise for llie peo- 
ple to make it impossible for themselves 
to reach a member of the school com- 
mittee for foil r years. 

But the great evil is in the proposition 
lo remove still further from the people 
all interest in public affairs and all op- 
portunity 10 take part in public affairs , 
by action. By the very fact of being a I 
city, instead of a town democracy, the 1 
voters " ( Newton are already at one re- I 
move from managing their own affairs. | 
The pending proportion is tu increase 
-till further the popular tendency to in- I 
‘difference and to promote furtlu-r ign<>- 1 
ranee of our ritv affair* by having them 
j brought 10 the attention ol the voters 
‘only onci in two years, instead of once 
a jear. At the very time when the coun- 
try i* full of exposure of graft in all 
sorts of official circles, promoted by pop- 
ular indifference, il i* proposed here to 
increase the popular neglect and to 
weaken the political sense of llie people. 

Biennial city eleciions would greatly 
1 increase the lack of interest in public 
affairs, 'They would concentrate expert j 
(knowledge and information in the hands ! 
!of the very few who would run the city : 
■government, ami would tend t<» the <li>- 1 
u.*e and weakness of the political abil- 
ities of the voters. Tile proposition is I 
, full Ol peril to the city. 

Whatever gain may come to the ex- 


ecutive and legislative branches by long 
service, il is not to he compared with 
the injury by disuse to the general in- 
telligence and political capacity of the 
voters, as a whole, upon which, in the 
last resort, the honesty and capacity of 
the city government depend, Good offi- 
cials can he reelected annually as long 
1 as they can serve. Poor ones ought to be 
replaced by new men as soon as their 
incapacity is evident. All the proposed 
advantages of biennials can he secured 
by our present annual system, except the 
small matter of expense of elections, 
which is not for a moment lo he com- 
pared with the greater good. 

The proposition to abolish <nir annual 
state elections was incomparably the mos 
important question which has been be- 
fore our legislature in the last 25 years, 
and by a majority of over 50.000 the 
people wisely held fast In their annual 
right. Our new problem is far larger 
than can he discussed in the brief limits 
of a newspaper communication. It is to 
be hoped that our voters will send iti so 
strong a remonstrance against the bill 
that it will fail in the committee room 
and never see the light of day. Semi in 
vour remonstrances either to President 
William F. Dana, or to Representatives 
James A. Lowell or John F. Lolhrop 
who are ItoumI hv their duly to present 
them to the legislature, whether they 
agree with them or not. Or if any voters 
prefer to seiul to the undersigned, he 
will see that the remonstrances arc duly 
presented through a member of the leg- 
islature.

Thousands witnessed the 
matchless speeding and to describe it is 
bordering on the impossible. 

The famous beach, hard and gray and 
level, stretched away into the most mag- 
nificent speedway in all the world. Just 
beyond, the surf rolled and pitched, and 
crested waves were silvered by the sun- 
light. slipping out from the heavy clouds. 

Only a few minutes previous Marriott 
had shattered the kilometer record, and 
as the long, low cigar-shaped racer, the 
head of its driver just showing above the 
red-painted body, wheeled down below 
the starting point, excitement jumped to 
the fever point, and the great crowd 
waited with breathless interest for the 
trials. And it was not long that they 
had to wait. 

Two miles below the starting line the 
marvelous steamer had moved, turned 
and started back again. On it came, gath- 
ering power with every foot of the way, 
held as steady and as true as though it 
were the needle to the compass, coming 
straight as if launched from the bow of 
a matchless archer. Out from under the 
Daytona pier it shot, just visible against 
the sand, and . the crowd, excitement 
bursting all bounds, leaned forward 
breathlessly. By the stand it rushed like 
some strange monster of the winds, 
themselves, scorning everything as it 
paid its magnificent tribute to the god of 
go-fast. Like some winged demon of the 
air, a long trail of steam like the crested 
caps of the waves, falling behind it, it 
raced. To the eager watchers it seemed 
only as though some long, red pencil 
mark had been drawn against the gray 
background of wave and sky. True as an 
arrow it dashed between the two flags 
that marked the starting wire. Marriott, 
his eyes protected by great goggles, sat 
in the body of the racer as steadily, as 
calmly, as though he was a part of the 
machine itself. Between his teeth he held 
a half-smoked cigar, though the crowd 
knew it not until the trial had ended. So 
terrific was the pace that the small in- 
sects circling in the air iti the path of 
the mighty racer, were flattened against 
the glasses of the driver. Out of the dis- 
tance had come the racer and out into 
tlie distance it vanished again, myster- 
ious by reason of its very swiftness, ac- 
complishing what but yesterday the 
world deemed impossible. And then, al- 
most before the wondering crowd knew 
that he had passed, the shot was fired 
that told of a mile completed. 

The genius of F. E. Stanley has built 
a car and the peerless Marriott has pilot- 
ed it so skilfully that tonight thousands 
gaze almost without comprehension at 
the figures that tell of a mile covered in 
28 1-5 seconds, a rate of 127.6 miles an 
hour. Press representatives rushed to 
telegraph the news to all the world. Au- 
tomobilists crowded around Mr, Stanley 
and showered him with congratulations. 
Man’s genius had conquered even eter- 
nal time, wiped out all distance. It was 
easily the feature of a day of splendid 
racing. 

Some idea of what Marriott’s great 
mile means can be gained from the fol- 
lowing: One hundred and sixty-five feet 
in one second; 100 yards in 1 4*5 sec- 
onds; one mile, 1560 yards in one min- 
ute, and 1 13 miles, 352 yards in one hour.

Executive and Finance Committees and 
fur regulating expenditures for buildings 
and alterations.

BENEATH THE 
GILDED DOME. 


To say nothing a Unit a perpetual 
racket on an otherwise quiet country 
roaal. what should you fancy would be 
the effect upon such a thoroughfare as 
(hr Xewton boulevard or even some of 
The business highways of some of our 
Western ciltts ami towns. As has been 
said there isstnall chance of such meas- 
ure becoming a law in this Common- 
wealth. The automobile is enough of a 
nuisance already, without installing 
more of an alarm appendage than al- 
ready exists. The automobile is rapidly 
entrenching it self in the position where 
it will shortly defy public opinion and 
snap its fingers at the will of the peo- 
ple in utter disregard of legislation and 
statutory law. It began its career in this 
Commonwealth by disregarding public 
necessity and convenience (the mandate 
before which legislation and legislators 
have respectfully bowed on Deacon Hill 
from time immemorial), and it lias con- 
tinued its career until it has developed 
its strength to a point where the voice of 
the people is as little heeded as it is 
with the Standard Oil monopoly. Each 
of the remaining six hills before the 
General Court have much to say about 
fines and other minor details of which 
the automobilist cares as little as did 
the one some years ago in Western 
Massachusetts who, as he went flying 
by after a had accident in which two peo- 
ple were badly injured, without slowing 
up. coolly tossed back his card and called 
“Send the bill to me." Senator Parker 
ought to amend his bill, so that it shall 
include an effective imprisonment clause, 
and also attach other up-to-date condi- 
tions that shall deal with this crying 
evil on the highways in a highly satis- 
factory manner. The automobile has no 
business on the highway, enough people 
to veto it hold to this conviction, but un- 
til public opinion is aroused to action 
by some awful calamity such as is sure 
to occur, this menace to life and limb 
will continue to pursue its way of de- 
struction. A New Jersey Judge, not long 
ago, raised the point in his Court, as to 
whether automobiles had a right to the 
public highway. If the highest courts in 
this Commonwealth arc brought face to 
face with that proposition, the automo- 
bile, as now operated, will fade from the 
sight of man. 

Before the English sparrow or the 
gypsy moth infested Boston, those who 
were accustomed to visit the State 
House have been wont to see painted 
upon the first door to the right of the 
Mount Vernon Street entrance, the 
words “Province Laws.” This ancient 
sign was older than the sacred codfish 
that Miss Burrell describes in her book. 
It was more familiar to the oldest leg- 
islator than was the long flight of stone 
steps in front of the State House which 
is never climbed except by verdant vis- 
itors. It was noticed last year that this 
time-worn door plate had been dimly 
painted out, and the hope which springs 
eternal lifted up its head with a glad 
beam of rejoicing only to be dropped 
again as the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee passed the usual appropriation, and 
the stream flowed on forever. It is now 
said that the publication of the Province 
Laws will certainly be discontinued in 
t]jc sweet-bye-and-byc. 

A new guide book to the State House 
has made its appearance, which is very 
complete and satisfactory. It is compiled 
and edited hv Miss Ellen Mudge Bur- 
rell and contains a vast amount of most 
interesting information regarding the 
historic structure known to all Massa- 
chusetts people as the State House. This 
little hook contains, on its title page, the 
famous saying by Oliver Wendell 
lloltnes, ‘’Boston's State House is the 
Huh of the Solar System," ami its pages 
are filled with descriptions of interest- 
ing tilings in the Capitol building that 
constitutes it a valuable publication to 
possess. 

Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston, in a 
“ringing speech." Monday night, tackled 
the semi-colon law. ami said uiuoi.g 
other things, “Vet these gentlemen from 
Berkshire coble down and tell us to go 
to bed at eleven o'clock." The Mayor of 
Boston is very facetious, but sometimes 
his speeches are ringing with more wit 
than truth. If Mr Fitzgerald proposes 
to come to the Stale I louse in favor of 
knocking out the semi-colon law, and in- 
cidentally the Berkshire men, it will he 
a good idea for him to get familiar with 
the facts in llie case, and for a change, 
buckle on the armor of truth. The 
Berkshire men are nut responsible for 
the presence on the statute book, or for 
the retention there, of tin* semi-colon 
law That credit does not belong to the 
Berkshire men, however much they 
might be willing to assume such respon- 
, silulity The people of Berkshire are 
law -abiding and law-loving, ami it ill 
becomes the School Street accident to 
indulge in witty flings alwnit the gentle- 
men from Berkshire, who are gentle- 
men. The responsibility fur the semi- 
colon lies nearer home, Mr. Mayor, than 
Berkshire. 

The placid waters of the Westfield

Frank Dewey, and even catch the litt- 
ements of the open countenance of Nel- 
son Sherburne as he strode the streets 
of West Springfield, has not only be- 
come riled but the faces mentioned have 
lost their radiancy, and frowns have 
succeeded cheerfulness, some even do 
not speak as they pass by.

Ward was once a Speaker of the House 
of Representatives of Massachusetts? It 
is doubtful if the famous saying about 
the Kangaroo was composed while he 
occupied the chair now graced by Edi- 
tor Cole, 

On dit. That there is to be some sur- 
prises in future committee hearings in 
the committee on cities, the committee 
on liquor law, and the metropolitan 
committee. In short, it would not be a 
bad Idea, for those interested in legis- 
lation to keep an unwinking eye on the 
bulletin for the next few weeks. 

, There are many places of interest at 
the State House where one may while 
away ail hour with more profit to himself 
than it would he to stand on a street 
corner and envy those who whirl past in 
finer turnouts than the average citizen 
can enjoy. 

Among others, may be mentioned an 
hour with the Ways* and Means Com- 
mittee of the House. This aggregation 
of legislators has its official biding place 
in Room 147 on the first floor, which 
conveniently adjoins the headquarters 
of the SergeaiU-at-Arms, who can read- 
ily called in ease of need. As one en- 
ters the room he encounters as busy a 
body of men as can be found in the State 
House, unless he excepts the represen- 
tatives of the press, who never sleep 
without having one eve and both ears 
open. The House Ways and Means 
Committee gets to work at once after 
the legislature opens, and it works as 
long as there is any work to he done, 
who ever knew the time when that com- 
mittee was out of work? The committee 
table is a long piece of furniture with 
a shorter one across its head at right 
angles, at which sits the Chairman with 
the Clerk at his left, and Mr. Walker 
of Brookline, who is ranking member, 
at his right ; these three men form an in- 
teresting group as they formulate and 
practically plan all the business of the 
committee. Chairman Ward has been 
referred to in this column before, ami 
commands much more extended mention 
than space permits at this time. The head 
of the most important committee of the 
legislature comes from the little moun- 
tain town of Huckland, up in Franklin 
County, which, until Mr. Ward's advent 
at the State House was as little known 
as is the town of Kcxhnnic today, and 
was originally called No -Tow 11, hut to- 
day "Ward of Buckland” is about as fa- 
miliar a term as "Great and General 
Court" at the State House. As we enter 
the commit tec-room today a hearing is 
in progress in which one of the petition- 
ers is eloquently setting forth the need 
and necessity of an increase ill the ap- 
propriation. and most of the committee 
are listening to the impressive appeal, 
but Mr. Ward seems to be engrossed 
with some figures that are before him. 
and lie is busy checking off certain item 
on a primed page which lies on the ta- 
ble. As the speaker pauses for breath, 
tile Chairman speaks up quietly without 
raising his eyes from tlie page, "Yes, 
thal is all right, hut wont you tell us 
ight here how it is about this item which 
1 find in your report," and while the 
committee is getting hack to the earth, 
we take our seat. As the hearing pro- 
gresses. we observe that Mr. Ward re- 
veals the secret, why it was that Speak- 
er Frotliiugliam selected this obscure 
country member for Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the House, and 
why Speaker Cole has continued him in 
office It is because lie has a head on 
him that fits the situation exactly. On 
the floor of the House, in dealing with 
the intricacies of debate. Mr. Walker, 
who i- undoubtedly to he Chairman next 
vear. far excells Mr. Ward, hut at the 
Committee table, immeovering the wins 
and wherefores that come 1 ambling into 
the committee room, Mr. Ward is a past- 
master. 

In this particular hearing Mr. Wal- 
ker also makes it perfectly apparent that 
the coinmillec n to have a good chair- 
man after Mr. Ward has completed his 
labor "How comes it.

There are seven hills before the legis- 
lature relating to automobiles, not one 
of which touches the vital trouble cre- 
ated by the existence of the machines on 
the highway, and only one of which will 
he contested against by automohilists. 
House Bill 433 will probably he fought 
by automobile people and the public gen- 
erally. and therefore has little prospect 
of success. This curious product of the 
human mind, reads, in one of its sec- 
tions. as follows: 

“Every automobile or motor cycle 
used or operated in this commonwealth, 
shall he equipped while in use with a 
gong or bell which shall sound or strike 
at every revolution of the wheel, and 
which shall be of a pattern approved by 
the Highway Commission.” 

The hearing tomorrow on the bill ap- 
propriating $168,000 to the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College should result in 
granting the money without the jury 
leaving their scats. It is a refreshing 
condition to find an Institution that is 
making a good return on the investment, 
and the Agricultural College is certain- 
ly fulfilling the anticipations of its most 
sanguine and enthusiastic supporters.

A resume of Foreign News was given 
by Mrs. Joseph Congdon. 

The lecturer of the afternoon. Rev. 
Peter MacQuecn entertained the mem- 
bers by a personally conducted tour of 
Morocco and Algeria, the illustrations 
by stertopticon being most pleasing in 
their oriental richness of coloring. 

The lecturer annotated his talk by 
many anecdotes and personal reminis- 
inces, as well as imparting much history 
concerning these lands, old 1100 years B. 
C. 

The regular meeting of the Monday 
Club of Newton Highlands was held 
with Mrs. C. G. Wctherbce on Monday 
afternoon. The club is still studying 
Florence and bad a most interesting 
paper on “Savonarola.” This was fol- 
lowed by one on the “Art of Florence” 
and another upon “Picturesque Florence” 
dwelling particularly upon the beauti- 
ful gardens. The meeting next week will 
be with Mrs. Walter Allen of Walnut 
street. 

The members of the Newton Federa- 
tion and their friends are reminded of 
the Mid- Winter meeting which will be 
held on Tuesday, evening, February 13, 
at the Central Congregational church, 
Walnut street, Newton ville, at eight 
o’clock. The speaker of the evening will 
be Judge Ben B. Lindsey of Denver, 
subject, “The Juvenile Court.” Those 
who have followed Judge Lindsey’s 
work among the street boys of Denver 
will be interested to hear him. The meet- 
ing is open to the public and it is hoped 
that a large number will avail them- 
selves of the opportunity. 

A lively interest is being shown by 
some of the clubs in the Bazaar which is 
to be conducted by the Massachusetts 
Federation in March. Several clubs have 
divided their members into groups and 
a member of the Bazaar committee has 
personally solicited articles from her 
group that no member should be omit- 
ted. The committee of the Newton Fed- 
eration in charge of the Newton table 
are anxious that all the clubs carry out 
this plan that "Table 12A” shall not fall 
short of other disiricts. This table is for 
aprons and useful articles, if, however, 
articles other than these are contributed 
for it, they will be given to the appro- 
priate table, but the value of such article 
will be credited to the Newton table. 

Potter Hall in the New Century 
Building, Huntington Avenue, Boston, 
more familiarly known as the Women's 
Club House, was fdled to overflowing 
last Friday for the mid-winter meeting 
of the Massachusetts State Federation 
of Women’s Clubs of which the Bright- 
elmstonc Club of Brighton and Allston 
was the hostess. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Miss Helen A. Whittier, the president, 
who presented the president of the hos- 
tess club, Mrs. Eliza J. Bates of Brigh- 
ton. Mrs. Bates said that it was a proud 
moment for the Brightelmstone Club to 
welcome as their guests the Massachu- 
setts State Federation and that their 
only regret was that some magic hand 
could not extend the walls and multiply 
tlu* seats. A plan for overflow meeting 
had unavoidably been obliged to be 
abandoned on account of the Are which 
had taken place in the upper stories of 
the building during the night. She hu- 
morously alluded to the fire as one force 
which the club women could not control. 
In speaking of her club she said that this 
year marked the club’s tenth birthday 
and that they were to celebrate by oc- 
cupying quite soon a club house of their 
mvn, free from debt. 

Miss Whittier in her response stated 
that the Federation had accepted the in- 
vitation with great alacrity. She also 
said that when she herself had communi- 
cated the news of the fire to Mrs. Bates 
over the telephone, the news had been 
received with the calmness of a true 
general. Several notices were given and 
a few words were said about the Feder- 
ation Bazaar. 

The chairman of the Forestry Com- 
mittee spoke in regard to the petitions 
which have been circulated among the 
clubs asking the passage of the Eastern 
Forest Reserve Hill, Eighty- four have 
been received and bear about 4000 names 
and she hoped that when all were in that 
there would he surely 6ooo. 

The first speaker of the morning was 
Mr. J. Horace McFarland, the president 
of tiie American Civic League, who spoke 
upon "The Awakening of Harrisburg" 
Before entering upon the subject of his 
address Mr. McFarland called the at- 
tention of the women of the imminent 
danger of the destruction of Niagara 
Falls and showed upon the screen pic- 
tures of the fulls ami the rapids at their 
best and then ones showing how they 
will look if the present -spirit of com- 
mercialism is allowed to continue. He 
quoted Attorney-General Moody and 
two others who hold the position that 
President Roosevelt has the power to 
enter into a treaty with His Majesty 


Edward VII, to preserve this unrivalled 
bit of scenery which belongs alike to the 
United States and to Canada. Then 
turning to his subject as announced 
said in part : 

Fortunately there is nothing strange 
in municipal advancement in these days 
and the movement for better things in 
a city would not deserve special atten- 
tion were ; t not for certain features of 
the case which give to it peculiar inter- 
est. Harrisburg holds an important geo- 
graphical position in Pennsylvania and 
is, by convenience of access and by re- 
ation to the railroad systems of the state, 
truly the center of that commonwealth. 
Yet Harrisburg growing slowly has not 
been touched until recently by the spirit 
of true civic progress. The imperative 
need for a revision of its sewerage sys- 
tem, the folly of continuing to drink 
polluted and 1111 filtered water, the litter 
inadequacy of the one little twenty-four 
acre nark, appeared at last to dominate 
both business and politics. The one 
special feature which caused the Phila- 
delphia Press to denominate the move- 
ment broadly as "The Harrisburg Plan” 
was a concrete and comprehensive plan 
for making all the improvements our 
financial resources would permit. It was 
suggested that a fund of $5,000 be raised 
with which to obtain expert advice and 
well considered plans for all the work 
that needed to he done. In ten days the 
completion of the subscription was an- 
nounced. 

The work of spending the money and 
securing plans was placed in the hands 
of an Executive Committee to which was 
added the mayor, the city engineer and 
a representative from each branch of the 
councils. Here were the solid burghers 
of the town, now with their shoulders to ■ 
the wheel, determined to push the city 
out of its ruts of dirt and indifference. 
Three men of national reputation were 
selected to investigate our needs and to 
report upon sewerage revision and water 
filtration, upon a park system, and upon 
improved paving. All this movement was 
unofficial and meant nothing if not en- 
forced through the usual channels of ex- 
penditure. It was necessary to secure 
enabling legislation from the city coun- 
cils and to present in legal form to the 
people, the question of increasing the 
city debt to effect the proposed improve- 
ments. 

The same citizens who had hastened 
to contribute $5,000 for securing the best 
plans for bringing Harrisburg up witlf 
the twentieth century's progress, now 
gave another $5,000 to prosecute a cam- 
paign of education. With an undoubted 
preponderance of sentiment in favor of 
the movement among those who had the 
best interests of the city at heart and 
just as certain a preponderance of the 
actual votes against it at the outset, the 
result was most gratifying, as a hand- 
some majority was in favor of the in- 
crease of the debt to the constitutional 
limit. We were able to convince our city 
councils that there should be appointed 
three citizens of unquestioned ability, 
alt of them non-partisan and out of ac- 
tive politics, as a Board of Public Works. 
We expect to be able to show visitors, 
in a few years, a clean, perfectly sew- 
ered city, served with an abundance of 
filtered water obtained from the Susque- 
hanna, graced with play grounds and 
parks and traversed by clean and modern 
streets. 

In this forward movement in Harris- 
burg, a significant and important thing 
to be considered is the presence first, of 
a concrete plan of procedure, and sec- 
ond, the formation of a body of intelli- 
gent and interested citizens to sustain 
the progress of the movement. 

Mr. McFarland did not hesitate to 
speak out frankly upon matters here at 
home which might be improved. He said 
that Massachusetts was disgraceful for 
its bill boards. ”1 won’t buy anything ad- 
vertised upon the bill boards. If the peo- 
ple don’t want them they can get rid of 
them.” The address was illustrated with 
lantern slides which had been used dur- 
ing the campaign in Harrisburg to in- 
form the people what n dreadful state of 
things existed there aud by which they 
carried the vote of the people to put 
through the expenditure of $1,090,000 
for the improvement of their city. 

Mr. Grafton D. Cushing, president of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Children spoke briefly of the work 
of that organization and announced that 
the society has an illustrated lecture 
which they will furnish free of charge 
for any occasion when a respecfablc 
sized audience can he guaranteed. 

The Massachusetts Civic League sent 
the request that the clubs should become 
members.

1 lie 
speaker proceeded to tell of woik being 
done in many parts of the country, not- 
bly New York City, in the line of School 
Gardens as a means of bringing the city 


children hack to nature and felt that 
Massachusetts which is usually in the 
forefront, is not doing all that she should 
Denmark, she said, supports fifteen itin- 
erant teachers of Household Art, Why 
not an itinerant teacher of gardening?

'The return 
to nature is above all a spiritual awak- 
ening. The great need is to urbanize the 
country ami to ruralize the city.

Thi' present Mission of the legislature 
Imls fair to no down in legislative his- 
tory as the liquor law session, for the 
liquor trade appears to he taking ad- 
vantage of certain conditions, lo sail in- 
to port, and hv blinding the eves of the 
public with Moran red pepper secure 
legislation that could never he obtained 
in Massachusetts under normal condi- 
tions, which, as everybody knows, are 
had enough. The hearings began early 
and the prospect is, will he continued 
until late. The papers tell us that pe- 
titions are coming in from the uttermost 
parts of the state, and that the popula- 
tion is aroused from Cape Cod to Berk- 
shire over the Semi-colon law, the 
Screen law and the Abutters' law. The 
alarm seems to he more wide spread 
than that existing when the Spanish 
Fleet was report cd as headed for Bos- 
ton Harbor. It is not reported how 
tl*.*sc petitions were obtained, but is ru- ; 
morcil that certain gentlemen have been 
absent from Boston during the past 
fortnight, and that the alleged enthu- 
siasm followed on their trail as they 
wandered through the state,, returning 
with them when they came in and is 
safely housed until the next wave is 
wanted. 

The sensational incident of legisla- 
tion last week was the bill reported from 
the Liquor Committee which provides 
a loop-hole for the Hotel Tourainc, and 
the tragic hold-up on Friday by Sena- 
tor Taylor. This bill was framed by 
Senator Lane and it was supposed that 
it cut the knot which held back the fa- 
mous hotel from paying expenses, and 
putting it once more on Easy Street, in- 
stead of under the frowning shadow of 
the majesty of a law of the Common- 
wealth, the provisions of which it had 
been violating ever since its completion. 
Senator Lane is a very bright member 
of the Upper Branch, whose vestments 
are the admiration and the envy of his 
co-statesmen. He is the keystone of the 
arch which bends over the Liquor Com- 
mittee Room, and he hopes to become 
a resident of Washington during the 
sessions of Congress when the Eleventh 
District shall get through with Congress- 
man Sullivan, and the Republicans of 
the District shall again enter into their 
inheritance. 

The present 400- foot schoolhouse 
law, which hits the Touraine^provides 
that no hotel shall sell liquor within 400 
iect of the schoolhouse on the same 
street. The new clause added to the bill • 
makes the following provisiftp : 

“Nor shall the provisions of this sec- 
tion prevent the granting of such a 
license to be exercised in any hotel 
having its bar more than 400 feet 
from a building, occupied in whole or 
in part, by a public school, provided 
further there is no open bar in said 
hotel." 

Ever since the semi-colon law has been 
irritating the llesh of the liquor traffic, 
like a sliver in a finger, the sleuth of the 
trade have been watchful of liquor leg- 
islation, and as Sen. Taylor said Friday, 
"We want no more semi-colon mistakes” 
The vital question was, what do the 
query hangs the fate of Senator Lane's 
words “open bar” mean? Upon that 
bill. The first mcmebr of the legislature 
to ask that question was Representative 
Turtle of Pittsfield, one of the ablest 
lawyers in the general court. The ques- 
tion was asked during a conversation 
the morning following the introduction 
of the bill, and the liquor people began 
at once to sit tip nights. A semi-colon 
larger than a gate post at once loomed 
up right in the heart of Senator Lane's 
pet measure, and a postponement until 
T uodny was easily effected. Charles 
Lamb oner -aid that there was more, 
meaning in a short English word than 
there was in a basket lull of glib French.

If tin- better sense of the com- 
munity think- that school children 
would 1>. injured by looking into a sa- 
loon wimlow a? they pass by, what shall 
be -aid of the condition which plants a 
.aloon o that tin fumes from the open 

penetrate-, the dining- room and the 
chambers of the home from which the 
lainily cannot move, for the father earns 
only 13c an hour Such a home must re- 
main where it i: if the abutters’ law is 
amended. Colonel Cole and Judge Em- 
mons have no saloons near their homes, 
perhaps the abutters’ law has prevented. 
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Even if one should come next door the 
commissioners are getting more than 
13c an hour with which to move their 
goods and chattels. 

The semicolon law is a law unto it- 
self. and the screen law finds its contra- 
diction among its associates, but the 
abutters’ law has hut one objection, and 
that is that the liquor dealer is black- 
mailed and this pica is set up in behalf 
of the Boston liquor saloons at that. 
The petitioners neglected to bring to 
tile hearing any liquor seller who had 
been ruined by blackmail. A niche high 
up in Doric Hall awaits the marble 
counterpart of such a rare curiosity. 

The “Adv.” abbrevation found its way 
before the committee on mercantile af- 
fairs last week, when it was sought to 
determine whether or no those three lit- 
tle letters took away, or added to, the 
value of anything published in the pa- 
pers. Mr. George \V. Anderson, a bright 
and very pugnacious lawyer, contended 
that all matter published in newspapers, 
whether as news or editorials, for which 
money was paid, should be marked “Ad- 
vertisement”. Undoubtedly the matter 
depends on the point of view. Without 
doubt some editorials have appeared, 
the writer of which would have been 
very glad to have bad “Adv.” appear, 
and doubtless there have been many ad- 
vert isments that would have been 
spoiled, so far as the advertisers were 
concerned, if they had been marked 
“Editorial.” For example, what man ad- 
vertising his hair restorer would care to 
have his advertisement marked “Edi- 
torial” by a bald-headed editor? Or what 
editor, who has spent hours and per- 
haps days writing lip some great indus- 
try, would care to have the result of his 
labor marked “Advertisement”? This 
attempt at regulating newspapers, pro- 
posed in Mr. Anderson’s bill, is a good 
deal like the attempt to regulate railroad 
tariffs by theory. “Business is Business” 
is a pretty good proposition, whatever 
people may be doing, and most men will 
boil the sap down to about that point if 
they ever sugar off in this material 
world. A Boston mail, who ran for 
mayor in the recent election, criticised a 
certain paper by saying that a man 
could not get to the editorial room 
without going through the counting i 
room. It might be remarked in passing, 1 
that that man knew the way to that ed- 1 
itorial room. 

Senator Schofield ought to pin the 
label that David B. Hill used to wear, 
“I am a Democrat” on to his coat, if he 
wishes to he known as a member of the 
minority, lie is as much of an independ- 
ent as Senator Kencfick used to be when 
he was legislating “for the stale, not for 
my party." J. Quincy, who returned to 
Massachusetts not long ago lo run the 
democratic parly in this state, probably 
did not recall Mr. Schofield and a few 
other-, when lie look up his prodigal 
sun journey. The Democrats of the leg- 
■islature had a dinner at the American 
I louse the other night, to which they in- 
vited Mr. Quincy, and during the even- 
ing the shadow of the Quincy family 
made a speech, the conclusion of which 
was that tile officer of the Democratic 
I State Committee, or the nu-n prominent 
in the party, would be very glad to give 
advice to such Democratic members of 
the legislature who care to call on them. 
When the orator made that remark ho 
wandered on to ice too thin for even his 
weight to hear, for when Senator Scho- 
field was called upon lie promptly de- 
clared against assuming the attitude of 
I a partisan Democrat on Beacon Hill at 
the command of anyone. He said, in 
substance, that lie fell he had ihc inter- 
ests of the parly at heart as much as 
anyone, hut when it came to putting 
party ahead of anything else they would 
have to lea\e him out. He -aid that he 
felt that the men who wanted to best 
live the Democratic party could ac- 
complish that far better by trying to 
serve the whole people. Mr. Schofield 
heard the crack of tile whip but he did 
not feel any effects of the lash. If lie 
continue* he will fit himself to be count- 
ed among the few statesmen that Bea- 
con Hill lias produced.

Governor Guild is proving himself 
an up-to-date executive, at every turn of 
the wheel. He may take naps but they 
are never during business hours, and it 
might be said in passing that he cannot 


belong to any labor union, for he would 
continually be violating a rule never 
transgressed in the order, in working 
more than eight hours a day. The other 
day, some of the Republican members oi 
the legislature, who are getting ready to 
support the Governor on his excise and 
police lioard plans, had formed a notion 
that Governor Guild had created an 
idea, upon which he was going to take 
out letters patent some time, and that 
they ought to know if it was really an 
executive idea, pure and simple, or 
whether it was something that was up to 
the legislative standard. When they had 
delivered themselves of this query, the 
Governor, with 011c of those Guild 
smiles that he would doubtless wear if 
he was going to hang a man, said in 
substance : 

*T am very glad that you have called 
upon me, and 1 can show you where the 
idea came from,” 

reaching up. he took down from his desk, 
a copy of The Revised Laws, turned Vo 
Section HI of Chapter 100. There, the 
members found in almost identical lan- 
guage, the phrases relating to a licens- 
j ing hoard, found in the bill. It is the 
law for all cities and towns where they 
do not have a state commission. The 
orators filed out with a look upon their 
1 faces which indicated that they had been 
i in the chamber of horror?. 

That was a very neat remark made 
by a speaker before a committee one 
day last week when he was asked if he 
appeared to advocate a certain course lo 
be taken. Laying his hand on a copy of 
the Public Statutes be remarked, 

“Mr. Chairman, I appear here to ad- 
vocate the ‘Thou Shal’t Not’ in this 
book”. 

If legislators were more careful about 
what went into that hook, and then em- 
phasized the principle laid down by that 
speaker, special legislation would not be 
resorted to to lift men out of a pit, as 
often as is now the case, and then the 
majesty of the law would.be preserved. 

The time for the ordinary citizen to 
take to the woods will arrive about the 
period that the two bills become laws 
creating certain search lights, and the 
automobile gong that strikes at every 
revolution of the wheel.

Not until she 
sang the "Chanson” from the “Pearl of 
Brazil’’ with llule obligato did she show 
lu-rself wli.it many Uncvv her to be. 

Mr. Franklin's work as an obliguti-l 
war. very good. It would be hard to con- 
ceive an improvement— the llule is an in- 
strument that of late years ha> been 
somewhat neglected in the smaller con- 
cert field and work, although the greater 
soloists have always maintained a 
growing fondness for it.

CIVIC IDEALS 

Timely Lecture by Mr. Frank 
Miles Day 

On Beautifying and Improving 
Cities and Towns 


The inclement weather prevented 
many from attending the illustrated lec- 
ture on Examples of Civic Improvement, 
given l»y Mr. Frank Miles Hay of Phila- 
delphia at the High School hall on Wed- 
nesday evening, lmi those present made 
up in quality what was lacking in quan- 
tity. 

The speaker was introduced by Mayor 
Warren and gave a most interesting talk 
the stereopticon views giving point to 
criticisms and suggestions us to what 
had been done and what was to be done 
in many cities of the United States. 

Mr. Day began by paying Boston, the 
Metropolitan district and Massachusetts 
many warm compliments upon what has 
been accomplished in park ami civic im- 
provements ami spoke of the high 
standing which was accorded this state 
in mailers of this sort. 

Mr. Day gave a short synopsis of wliat 
civic improvements covered, mention- 
ing such matters as the groupings of 
public buildings, so as to enhance their 
beauty as well as to increase their con- 
venience: the improvement of river 
fronts: the adornment of railroad sta- 
tions grounds and locations: tlie im- 
provement of rural districts by habits of 
neatness and planting of flowers; the 
abatement of nuisances, such as poles, 
obnoxious signs and noises: the estab- 
lishment of recreation grounds, gymna- 
sia and bath houses ami the improve- 
ment and acquisition of park areas. 

Mr. Day said that Newton has an in- 
teresting public improvement, (refer- 
ring to the proposed Clatlin purchase) 
to which there was nothing parallel in 
the whole country. Tt was a unique 
chance to do something interesting, 
something worthy and what had not 
been done before. People nowadays look 
to Massachusetts for leadership in many 
things. If Newton does this work it will 
help to continue that leadership in af- 
fairs of civic improvement. The oppor- 
tunity is now yours . If not done now, 
it probably cannot he done in the future, 
as the property will be used for other 
purposes. And if not used, the city is 
growing so rapidly that prices will soon 
be prohibitory. 

Views were then shown of park ini- J 
provements and groupings of public 
buildings in Cleveland, St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, St. Paul, Buffalo, Hartford, 
Harrisburg, Philadelphia, New York, 
Chicago, Germantown and Washington. 

Mr. Day showed a thorough knowl- 
edge of his subject and his interesting 
criticisms of the difficulties encountered 
in oilier cities were much appreciated. 

At the close of the/ lecture, many 
availed themselves of the invitaliou ex- 
tended to view the building and its dec- 
orations.

Of the many “memoirs" and "auto- 
biographies which are being written and 
published these days there is not one 
that will be read with mure genuine in- 
terest — by newspaper men especially — 
than “Forty Years an Advertising 
Agent" by George 1 \ Howell. But in 
point of fact the volume is so well writ- 
ten and is so full of contemporary hu- 
man interest that it is bound to find fa- 
vor with a much larger public than those 
directly interested in newspapers and 
magazines. 

The style in which it is written is a 
model of simplicity, and reminds one 
somehow of Benjamin Franklin’s auto- 
biography, not only in the mere style of 
the writing, but iu the wholesome spirit 
in which it has been written. The 
naive confidences that are always dis- 
creet and applicable and that stop short 
al just the right point; are good nalured 
personalities; tlie shrewd measurements 
of men; the philosophic sizing up of 
events, and the brief stories, which are 
told in sudi artless manner, make of 
lliis volume not only a distinctly inter- 
esting book of the present and the near 
past, but is an important — perhaps the 
most important — contribution to the 
newspapuer and journalistic history of 
this country that has ever been made. 

If one would want to know some- 
thing of the papers and the characteris- 
tics of the men in the newspaper busi- 
ness of 40 years ago, in Boston and New 
York especially, here it is all told from 
a somewhat new standpoint — from the 


standpoint of the man who knew the 
men and the papers and yet was not 
directly affiliated with them. 

The frankness with which Mr. Rowell 
discusses his own business — that of an 
advertising agent and head of an ad- 
vertising agency— is positively refresh- 
ing, for it is all done without any 
mental reservations, until finally one be- 
comes as deeply interested in him and 
the growth and development of his 
business, as if it were a romance, be- 
cause it is all so human and so simple. 
You arc made to feel that you arc be- 
ing specially confided in ; that you are 
being told a secret. 

Mr. Rowell's book consists of 52 
chapters or papers, each in a sense sep- 
arate and of itself interesting, but mak- 
ing as a whole a context that is com- 
plete. He came from the country, where 
as a boy he had learned habits of thrift, 
and went to work in the counting room 
of a Boston newspaper as a sort of col- 
lector, which business brought him into 
contact with a variety of men and such 
a variety of business enterprises as 
would scarcely have been possible in any 
other line. Here he remained for seven 
years, anil during this time he learned 
many things that served him in good 
stead in after life. lie .got an education 
that could not be obtained in any school 
or any college. He learned something of 
men and of human nature and especially 
of the mental attitude of men toward 
business. He learned much about the 
newspaper business and about the men 
engaged in that line of business iu Bos- 
ton. All of this knowledge enabled him 
at the end of seven years to Mart into 
a unique business with another young 
man— Ihc business of selling advertis- 
ing space in newspapers. 

How he built this business up from 
small beginnings in Boston and later 
moved to New York, and how the many 
problems of the business were met and 
solved, constitutes an important anil in- 
teresting part of the 517 pages of this 
book, but the relation of this unique , 
business to the newspapers of the coun- 
try, to many of tlie prominent men iu 
business and professional life iu the 
country, is probably the most absorbing 
part of the work. 

Here one can get a glimpse of the 
wrecks that have strewn the sea of jour- 
nalism during the past 40 years, and of 
some of the journalistic successes that 
have been made in that time. The 
wrecks have been many and the rocks 
on which some of these ventures have 
foundered are worth noting. One also 
gets a good idea of lie growth of this 
country in the past 40 years, especially 
in the newspaper field, and the changes 
which have taken place in the news- 
paper methods of doing business in that 
lime. — Boston Globe.

6<1,” anil a 
foxv years later elgbtpence Is paid for 
“whipping two people yt had the small- 
pox.” 

“Bang beggar" was evidently no mere 
fancy name for the parish beadle. lie 
thoroughly earned the title in the days 
of his greatness. The name outlasted 
the whip nnd the brutal performance 
at the whipping post or the cart’s toil. 
Fifty or sixty years ngo “bang beggar" 
was still the provincial name for n bea- 
dle in several of the midland counties. 

A Cheshire glossary defines n “bang 
beggar” as “a beadle, one of whose du- 
ties it was to take up nnd drive away 
any beggars in the district and prose- 
cute them as tho law directs.”— London 
Graphic. 

Fox and Fleon. 

Reynard Is a knowing animal. The 
foxes are much tormented by fleas, but 
when the Infliction becomes too severe 
they know how to get rid of the In- 
sects. They gnther from the bark 01 
trees moss, which they carry to a 
stream that deepens by degrees. Here 
they outer the water, still carrying the 
moss in their mouths, nnd, going back- 
ward, beginning from the end of their 
tails, they advance by slow degrees till 
the whole body, with the exception of 
the mouth, Is entirely immersed. The 
fleas during this proceeding have 
rushed in rapid haste to the dry parts 
and finally to the moss, and the fox, 
when he has, according to his calcula- 
tion, allowed sufficient time for all the 
fleas to tuke their departure, quietly 
opens his mouth. The moss flouts off 
down the stream with its burden of 
fleas, nnd when It is out of jumping 
reach the fox finds its way to the bank, 
much relieved.

THE “KID” JUDOE 

Judge Lindsey of Colorado Gives Address 
On The Juvenile Court 


Tin- auditorium of the Central Con 
grcpalionnl church, Ncwtonvillc, was 
crowded on Tuesday evening to hear 
Judge Hen D. Lintlsev of Denver speak 
iipon “The Juvenile Court.” During the 
half hour preceding the lecture Mr. Al- 
bert F, Walker of Ncwtonvillc presided 
at the organ. The meeting was under 
the auspices of the Newton Federation 
of Women’s Chibs and Mrs. Charles G. 
Wclherbec of Newton Highlands, the 
president, presided and introduced the 
speaker. Upon the platform besides the 
president and secretary of the Federa- 
tion and Judge Lindsey were Rev. J. T. 
Stocking, pastor of the church, Mayor 
Warren, Judge Kennedy, Dr. F. K. 
Spaulding, superintendent of schools. At 
the close of the lecture, which was lis- 
tened to with close attention, opportu- 
nity was given to meet Judge Lindsey 
in the adjoining vestry. 

Mrs. Charles G. Wethcrbec of Ncw- 
011 Highlands, president -of the Federa- 
tion, in presenting the speaker, said : 

It is my privilege, in the name of the 
Newton Federation of women’s clubs, 
to extend to our guests of honor and to 
our guests from Newton and the vicin- 
ity, a most cordial welcome. We deem 
ourselves so fortunate in securing the 
speaker of the evening that we desire 
to share with you the privilege of hear- 
ing Judge Lindsey. And that you op- 
preciatc this opportunity is shown by 
your coming despite the weather this 
evening. 

Some years ago there existed quite 
prominently in our various towns and 
ciiics, an organization known as the 
Reform Club. Of this we hear com- 
paritively little today, because, in the 
march of progress, wc are turning our 
attention not so much toward adults 
and their reformation as to the chil- 
dren and their formation of habits and 
character. One of the most interesting 
features in helping along the formative 
Influences for the child is the establish- 
ment of the juvenile courts, where Imvs 
and girls are tried, not by the standards 
imposed for adult criminals hardened | 
by previous experiences in the court I 
room, but where boys and girls are 
treated as victims of ignorance and en- 
vironment rather than as victims of any 
wilfulness on their own part: and to 
Judge Lindsey belongs the credit for the 
establishment of these juvenile courts, 
— Judge Lindsey, who took matters into 
his own hands against the judgment of 
some of the policemen and the whole 
of the authorities in Denver, but who 
has won all over to his side bv the suc- 
cess of his policy. And can wc wonder 
that hoys and girls of Denver take 
Judge Lindsey as tlu-ir ideal, as they 
have found him not an arm of justice 
to crush them, hut the arm of a friend 
stretched out to lift front the stig- 
ma of jail birds and to lift them to the 
plane of self-respecting, law-abiding 
citizens’ It is a pleasure to present to 
you Hon. Hen. 1 >. Lindsey, of Denver, 
Colorado, the “Kid Judge.” (Applause.) 

Atnmi'SS OF JUDGE LINDSEY. 

Madam Chairman, anil Ladies and 
Gentlemen : This is the first time, I be- 
lieve, since I have been in your great 
state that I have had the honor to sp.-ak 
under the auspices of a woman’s club. I 
feel particularly grateful for this honor 
because, my friends, I would be false to 
my feelings if I did not tell yon one fact 
that is of great importance to me, and 
that is, if it were not for the fact that 
we had women's clubs in Denver and 
the women of Colorado could vote as 
men vote and had all the rights that men 
have, 1 would ttot be on the bench today 
and there would be no juvenile courts 
in Denver, absolutely none. Ami so 1 
feel particularly grateful to the women. 
We did not win the children's laws in 
Colorado as they now exist, some of 
which emliodied old principles dial or- 
iginated in this great state and some of 
which embodied new principles that so 
far as we know did originate in our 
stale, we would not have the Detention 
School today in place of the jail, in my 
judgment, if it were not for die fact that 
we had the help of the women. We 
would have had it in time, no doubt, 
but we would not have been aide to 
make the progress made in two or three 
years' campaign, you might say, in the 
cause of childhood, if it wire not for 
die fact that women could Vote. The 
children's court was opposed by die po- 
litical power-- in Denver, and by the 
hobsr* ; the machine* bitterly opp-n d it, 
and it in due to tin women that ma 
chines, o far as their opposition to tin 
children V court is concert led, were 
smashed.

day in the State of Nebraska they have, 
in my judgment, as complete and perfect 
laws for the protection of children a v in 
any other state: and they have the De- 
tention School in Omaha, a city where 
two years ago 1 saw boys behind the 
bars and wli ere the first step taken by 
the state in the correction of the child 
was to charge him with crime and if he 
bad to be detained to put bin in jail. 
That thing today is as impossible in 
Omaha as it is in Denver, and when a 
boy lias to be detained, when lie has to 
be arrested anti placed for safe keeping 
somewhere, he is taken to the Deten- 
tion School and, just as in Denver, he is 
put at his work, at his books, as he was 
in the regular school, and he docs not 
lose a minute of his work. He is under 
good influences. The purity of his life 
is preserved. No evil influence is per- 
mitted to enter there, lie is in the hands 
of the skilled and taken out of the hands 
of the unskilled. The Detention School 
is the moral hospital, just as important 
to the community as the other kind of 
hospital in which you treat the physical 
ailments of the child. In my judgment, 
niv friends, no city is properly caring 
for its delinquent children unless it has 
the Detention School, as the strong right 
arm of discipline to the children’s court. 
Perhaps it is not necessary in a small 
town or small city, but it is necessary, 
in mv judgment, in the large city. A 
judge today told me about three boys 
12 or 13 years old who were brought 
before him for stealing brass and grain 
and for breaking into the cars in the 
railroad yards, and although it was the 
first time they had been brought to court 
he was compelled to send them to the 
Industrial School. No doubt that was a 
place amply able to take care of them, 
and no doubt they are under good in- 
fluences there, and no doubt this is an 
exceptional case, but it seemed to me 
that if there was a Detention School, 
where such boys could have been kept 
a few days and put on probation under 
a systematic scheme that cooperates 
with the schools so that the teacher is 
brought in closer touch with the child j 
and in closer touch with the court and | 
officers of the court, and if the system 
of character-building existed in dealing 
with the chjld which can be established, 
and is being established in many cities, 
those boys might be in the home, they 
might be still independent citizens, not 
cared for by the state except in an in- 
direct way. 

We recognize the State of Massachu- 
setts as one of the pioneer states in the 
passage of laws for the protection of 
children. One of vour judges, whose 
presence wc arc honored with tonight, 
had much to do with bringing about the 
enactment of your probation laws. You 
have a right to be proud of him and 
proud of your law, because probation is 
the great scheme that is going to be em- 
ployed in this country in the redemption 
r>f erring boys and men, as a substitute 
for the old methods of the criminal 
court and jail. There may he different 
methods under which probation may lie 
well employed, depending largely upon 
(he particular population, the particular 
city, the particular problem you arc 
called upon to handle. In Denver, the 
first principle invoked in the Juvenile 
Court, so called, is the principle of pro- 
bation, which originated in this great 
state, and it wc. out our way, feeling as 
humble as we can feci, — because we 
think that sonic of you good people, with 
your usual modesty, have credited us 
with more than we are entitled to — can, 
in telling our experience, lie of any ser- 
vice to you, we shall only feel that we 
are paying a small part of the debt of 
gratitude that our state and every other 
state owes to the great Slate of Massa- 
chusetts for the laws it has enacted and 
for the work it has done for the erring 
children of this nation. 

You have a wise Child Labor Law. I 
do not know if it is as elastic as ours. 
You have a good school law and you 
have probation, and there is no reason, 
why, in my judgment, with the splendid 
men you have upon the bench, so many 
of them already doing much personal 
work, and with the probation officers, 
there h no reason why with a few slight 
changes in your law and possibly in that 
great center of your population, the city 
| <>f Boston, if a special court was provid 
»-d, you cannot st ill K‘, as you have al- 
• way> been, the pioneer in the work for 
the -ideation of children. 

! But, my friemU, it does seem to me 
that the City of Boston ought to have a 
-pi-eial court. I do not pretend to lie 
able to judge, but 1 am simply speaking 
of wlial my experience presents to me. 

I as the best thing for vnur own children. 

if I may he permitted to speak on such 
I a stibjei t, and I only do so because 1 
love the children of Mas-aoluw-u . and 
of the city of Boston just as much as I 
love the children of the .-late of Color - 
ado and the city of Denver.

— drunk, — divorced, — dead, perhaps, and 
the mother left alone to share the re- 
sponsibility only half of which belongs 
to her. And I ask you, Arc wc doing 
our full duty to these helpless homes? 
Arc wc doing our full duty to these 
careless homes? And until wc do our 
full duty to these homes, until wc go 
into the home, through the power of the 
state, into the bosom of the home where 
reposes the little child, and there work 
for its salvation, wc are going to fail. 
For when wc neglect to do our full duty, 
when we neglect to do all wc should 
do, the result is failure, because we can- 
not hope to have that success we could 
have if wc performed our duty wisely 
and well. 

Now, my friends, the Juvenile Court 
of Colorado starts with the home. It 
makes men and women who arc careless 
do their duty or go to jail, and it helps 
men and women who are helpless to per- 
form their duty to the child, and then it 
steps between the two anti takes the lit- 
tle child by the hand and lifts him up 
into good citizenship by a system of 
character building, through a simple 
| scheme of cooperating with the school, 
the home, the neighborhood, the physi- 
cian, the court and the citizen, all work- 
ing together for the salvation of the 
child. We arc taught to bear one an- 
other’s burdens, anti how are wc going 
to hear this burden of the unfortunate 
child unless the state devises the best 
scheme that can be devised to carry on 
the work? The good judge who told me 
! aliout the three boys I spoke of said that 
; they came from fatherless homes, 
two homes in which there was no father, 
the mother working, the one home in 
which there was a father, but worse 
than no father, because lie was a worth- 
less matt. My friends, if I was asked 
what is the chief cause of crime in this 
country, of so-called crime among the 
children of the cities, I would say with- 
out hesitation that, while you can as- 
cribe it to no one particular cause, the 
greatest, most important cause is the 
curse of drink. Not that the children 
drink, but the father drinks; lie becomes 
shiftless and worthless through bad 
habits and unfits himself for fatherhood 
and citizenship, and he deserts the wife 
or neglects to perform his duly. This is 
a serious ami growing cause, and I am 
amazed at the number of fatherless 
homes and not surprised that most of 
the judges can tell you the same ex- 
perience, that as a rule most of these 
boys who go wrong are fatherless chil- 
dren. 

Now if we are going to begin right, 1 
we must go into that home, backed by 
the power of the state, knowing first 
that our chief duty is to the child and 
forgetting the old, absurd notion of the 
criminal law, that is was the thing the 
child did that was to lie dealt with, em- 
ploying the methods of force and vio- 
lence and the means of vengeance and 
hate, to punish and degrade the child for 
the thing he did. We have little to do 
with the thing. The ln>y is brought in- 
to court in Massachusetts yet, oven with 
all of your advancement, as I under- 
stand it, and though he went in the gro- 
cery store at the age of twelve, or in the 
box car at the age of twelve, as these 
three hoys did the other day, he must he 
charged with breaking and entering and 
he must be, before the law, under the 
statute of the State of Massachusetts, a 
burglar. I say, my friends, that is not 
fair to the boy. 1 sa> h * should be cor- 
rected, a very important thing, but I be- 
lieve lie should he protected. And the 
point that 1 wish to make is not so much 
that you cannot do splendid work under 
this system — because I know you arc 
doing splendid work, better work than 
in any state I ever had the pleasure of 
visiting— some of your good judges, al- 
though the law may not require it, give 
up their time and devote the personal ef- 
fort necessary to redeem the child, and 
that can he done iu any court if the 
judge chooses to do it- -but the |H>im I 
make U that \<>u -lion Id change in Mas- 
sachusetts. as I believe we must change 
in every state in this union, the -a Mem 
of dealing with the linqueiil child. Wc 
must change this system from that of 
the criminal law to that of the Chancery 
Court. 

And what is the Chancery Court in 
dealing with a child? It it - the lather to 
the l«oy, dealing through the methods of 
love and kimlnc- and not through tho*c 
of hale and despftr The great. -1 thing 
in the world is hope. Take away hope 
from erring 1*uy or girl, and you have 
taken away the greatest power in tile 
world to redeem a human soul The 
greatest difficulty aliout the whole girl 
problem is that we take hope out of 
their lives. I think all judges recognize 
that wc do not take it out, the law does 
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not take it out, but society does. The 
erring girl is outlawed by her sisters in 
the world, and in tny judgment that is 
the reason why there is such a differ- 
ence between the boy problem and the 
girl problem. For the boy there is always 
hope; for the girl who goes into court, 
and you know why, there is no hope as 
a rule. And so it goes; all through this 
problem hope is the chief thing to hold 
out to the boy, to make him understand 
he can be a good citizen, that he n>.ty be 
a good citizen and lie must be a good 
citizen. But you cannot do this by put- 
ting him in jail, for that is the method 
of brutality, and you cannot do this by 
giving him a kindly word and pat him 
on the back and letting him go, for that 
is the method of leniency, for he is the 
most liktdy creature in tbc world to 
mistake kindness for weakness, to think 
you are joking, to lose respect for law, 
when you deal with him in any such 
way, and when you put him in jail, he is 
the most likely creature in the world to 
hate you and me because we put him 
there. And so we step in between the two 
with a system of efficiency, dealing with 
the home, the citiz.cn, the environment, 
the opportunity of his life, — if it is bad. 
changing it for good, — dealing with his 
character, building it up and strengthen- 
ing hint through a method of probation, 
widely I shalj describe, of a simple kind 
and bringing him back to good citizen- 
ship in the end.

The speaker of the morning was 
Mrs. Khctn Childe Dorr of New York, 
the chairman of the Industrial Commit- 
tee of the General Federation. She 
said : 

The commonly accepted idea that 
men support their families or ever have 
done so is a fallacy entirely unsupported 
liv fact. In the past men bought the 
raw material which their wives used in 
productive labor and sometimes they 
did not even do that, these things being 
litem selves produced by the labor of the 
women. Today the tasks which the 
women formerly performed at home 
have been taken outside of it but their 
obligation to earn their living by those 
very same tasks remains the same as it 
was before. Not only the workingmen, 
but the majority of professional men, 
are utterly unable to support their fam- 
ilies and I do not thinks there are many 
women who want to lie supported. That 
many evils have resulted from this 
change in the field of feminine industry 
Mrs. Dorr did not deny, hut she argued 
that they were not inherent in the new 
conditions hut were rather the outcome 
of the failure of society to adapt itself 
thereto. "It is true," she says, “that 
women have been a disturbing element 
in the industrial world. They have 
ruined some trades and even driven men 
out of them entirely as in X ewlmrg and 
Troy, which are veritable cities of the 
Amazon, Init this is merely the* result of 
the unscrupulousness or ignorance of 
employers who hat e taken ail vantage of 
the woman's necessity to get her lalnir 
at wages incompatiahlc with decent 
standards of living. Women have been 
blamed for under-bidding men but they 
were obliged to do so. It was llio only 
possible way in which they could gain 
a foothold in industry. When men wel- 
come them as fellow- workers instead of 
treating them as intruders, it will do 
much to remedy this evil. The idea 
that the wage earning woman is a pro- 
lific cause of race suicide and divorce, 
Mrs. Dorr utterly denied. Any one who 
knows anything about the working pop- 
ulation knows that there is no race sui- 
cide among them and as for divorce the 
majority of divorces are obtained liv 
wives for desertion. 

In closing Mrs. Dorr referred to a 
hill which it is hoped will lie put through 
Congress asking for a running appro- 
priation of $_\so.oon until there shall he 
$i.ooo.oooto be used in the investiga- 
tion of conditions of women in the prin- 
cipal industries. She said that she hoped 
much from Massachusetts in support of 
this measure. 

President Mary K. Woolley of Mount 
Holyoke College spoke at a recent din- 
ner in Boston upon “The Significance 
of Changes in balneation for Women.” 
She said in part : 

“It is quite evident that the subject of 
the higher education for women is not 
at present in danger of that lameness, 
which results from uniformity of opin- 
ion and that there are still two sides to 
the debate, but it occasionally seems to 
the people most intimately concerned, 
those who know how normal is the col- 
lege life and sane the attitude, that 
there is greater excitement over the 
question than it demands. The college 
cies: she generally manages to enjoy 
life in spile of the fact that she is al- 
lowed to study the dead languages and 
to penetrate into the mysteries of high- 
er mathematics. The students are found 
woman does not represent a new spe- 
tii he a company of alert, wide-awake, 
earnest, attractive girls, interested in 
tilings that are worth while, in history 
and literature, science and art ; realiz- 
ing their responsibility to the social and 
religious questions of the day and 
through their student organizations ad- 
ding something more than interest to 
their solution; and finding education in 
the associations and life of the college, 
as well as in the classroom. Occasion- 
al)’ our colleges have sent out a graduate 
who has lost her perspective, as well as 
her health,* or one who lias failed to 
realize that t ho legitimate aim of the 
college i* intellectual, rather than social. 
These are the exceptions and not the 
rule. 

"Emphasis has been rightly placed 
upon the value of education as a prepa- j 
ration for service, service ill its broad- | 
osi sense, that of the scholar, as well as | 
of the few who are in the public eye. I 
But the demand is for effective service; I 
it lia> no place for that which is inef- i 
fective. The educated woman under 
stands that 'health ami efficiency", have 
close relationship; that Iter physical 
condition lias much to do with her clear ] 
thinking ami efficient acting. Statistics 
taken at Mt. Holyoke during the past 
two years, show that a very large pro- 
portion of llic .students have gained in 
health since entering college, while a 
few who have not gained are more of- 
ten those who have been obliged to work 
during the summer in order to meet 
college expenses. 

"In tile complex and perplexing oivi 
li/ation of Unlay there is no call more 
insistent than that to social service, de- 
manding more and more efficiency and 
coining more and more into the hands 
of women Naturally fitted for it hv 
their lumuuuuiruui interest, yng.-iMp 


tact and insight into human nature, 
they mttM not rely upon these qttalifira 
lions to take tile place of training and 
an understanding of social conditions, 
that is. a careful study of the problem 
which is so difficult to solve. 

“There is a place for the woman of 
today in the creative and- imaginative 
realm as well its in the practical nnd 
scientific. The development of the liter- 
ary gilt that is within one. is as distinct 
a service, nay. may he far more so. than 
any more strictly utilitarian nchicvmcnt. 

"The highest efficiency of the individ- 
ual is the natural ability raised to the 
nth power and education is the process 
of raising it. New conditions demand 
new training, and the preparation ade- 
quate for the comparatively simple life 
of our grandmother's time, is not ade- 
quate for the complexity of ours. There 
is a dilTerciil environment, an increased 
responsibility, a wider outlook, a more 
insistent demand in the cose of the wom- 
an of today, whether she would have it 
so or not. 

“Effective service demands facility, 
accuracy, exactness, the art of doing 
small things well, for which the system 
of college life is an excellent prepara- 
tion. 

“Higher education has developed re- 
sourcefulness anti it has given a new 
sense of values. It helps to distinguish 
Itelweeti the real and tile unreal, be- 
tween the significant and the insignifi- 
cant. Friendship means more than ad- 
miration, home more than society. Arti- 
ficial social distinctions are weighed in 
(lie balance and found wanting, ami per- 
sonality ami character are made the basis 
for friendship and esteem. 

“The spirit of commercialism, of sel- 
fish disregard of others, of false stand- 
ards and superficial distinctions, is 
stamped valueless; and high ideals, ear- 
nest pnrjjoses, genuine democracy, the 
spirit which in honor prcfcretlt one an- 
other. become tile test of life." 

I.tmcheon was served in the Mechan- 
ics Building. The afternoon session was 
opened bv a group of songs by Mr. 
Louis Sclialk of Boston, baritone. Miss 
Whittier then gave further particulars 
concerning the Federation Bazaar and 
some reasons why it was decided that 
it should he held. The various commit- 
tees find ever broadening lines of work- 
opening Indore them, but are hampered 
for the lack of funds. The Federation 
has only sufficient money to carry on its 
running expenses and can give but 
small stmts to each committee. On this 
account many of the committees have 
raised money among themselves for 
work for which the Federation receives 
the credit. It was deemed wise, there- 
fore. to raise a reserve fund to be ap- 
plied wherever it is most needed along 
educational and socolugical lines or tor 
the betterment of social and economic 
conditions. The Bazaar will include 
many features besides the tables of ar- 
ticles for sale, among them being a re- 
ception on the opening evening. March 
i-}. and teas on each afternoon during 
the remainder of the week. There will 
also be choice entertainments, a musical, 
a children's entertainment, while a loan 
exhibit of the women artists of Massa- 
chusetts will be a unique feature. 

Mr. Charles Campbell of the Kxpcri- 
mettt Station for the Blind in Cam- 
bridge spoke briefly in In-half of a bill 
which has been presented to the Legis- 
lature in (lie interest of the Adult Blind, 
lie alst) stated that he was ready to 
speak for five minutes before any club 
that desired further information con- < 
cerning the work lie is doing for the 
blind. 

Mr. Myron T. Scttdder, principal of 
the New Fall/. Normal School, New 
Fall/, N. Y., was the first speaker an- 
nounced tor the afternoon, bis subject 
being "The School City." The Federa- 
tion heard last year from Mr. Wilson L. 
(>ill of Philadelphia, the originator ol 
the School City idea, while Mr. Scuddcr 
is at the head of a school where it lias 
been successfully carried out for several 
years. 

Wise government of our youth, that 
is a government in which they them- 
selves may really participate, will tend 
to establish habits of self-control, obe- 
dience to law. and thought fulness of 
others’ welfare. Kuril school then slum 1<1 
seek to provide uni tally object lessons 
in forms of government, hut actual prac- 
tice in exercising the rights and duties 
of citizenship. This demands some 
scenic by which the students may really 
participate in the management of the 
school. Iioili hv formulating laws which 
they are bound to obey, ami bv electing 
ail official force to administer these 
laws and to perform other important du- 
ties subject to the criticism of the pen- 
lllv. 

Furthermore, the organization must 
In practical and sensible, not fantastic 
or visionary. In many respects the 
School Oli tills the aluive requirements 
and is the lust lipe of junior represen- 
tative government for hoth schools and 
club- As :ni organization, it is based on 
die principles and machinery of repre 
sentalive democratic government as 
practiced in cities of the United States 
today 

In this organization the faculty acts 
as a legislative Ixaly and grants a chat 
ter to the pupils, delegating to them ccr 
tain powers, vcr> much n» a State Leg 
islxiurc grants borne rule to cities. 
Armed with a charter the organization 
may proceed as follows : The school i> 
diluted into wards, each room lor in- 
stance, or each row of seats in u large 


l-.aili ward holds a meeting at the up 
pointed time and elects one nr two mem- 
bers to represent 11 in the nominating 
con vent ion, also elects one or more 
members to represent it in the common 
council. 

I he nominating convention then as- 
sembles and nominates at least two can- 
didates for each of the following nfti 
ecs: Mayor. President of the City Conn 
cil. Sheriff, City Attorney and Treasur 
er. As five judges are to lie elected the 
convention nominates ten candidates. 

A11 election is held in which the citi- 
zens express llieir will with respect to 
the above tickets. The ballots art* made 
as nearly as possible like the Australian 
ballot used in the usual November elec- 
tions. The citizens use booths of their 
own construction, or borrow those used 
in the regular city or village elections. 

Kquippcd with officers, judges, and a 
common council, the City proceeds with 
its functions along the lines of real city 
government. A charter having been 
granted it by the faculty in some such 
way as a state legislature grants char 
ters in cities, the School City works 
within the prescribed limits, always un- 
der the oversight of the “Legislature," 
to wit, the faculty. 

The Mayor appoints heads of depart- 
ments such as Police Commissioner, 
Health Commissioner, Commissioner of 
Public Works, and Fire Commissioner 
(to prepare for fire drills), also a City 
Clerk, and other officers indicated by 
the Common Council. 

The Common Council formulates or- 
dinances. violators of which are brought 
to trial before one of the judges, and if 
convicted, serve out the penalty inflict- 
ed. The supreme penalty is deprivation 
of the rights of citizenship, which os- 
iracizes the offender and throws him in- 
to the hands «» f the faculty for further 
disposal. 

The several commissioners appoint 
their sulninlinates. Thus the Police 
Commissioner appoints a Chief of Po- 
lice and an adequate number of police- 
men. who when warnings are found to 
lie ineffectual may arrest tiiose who 
break the laws of the school. Trials may 
be with or without jury. Court sits once 
a week. The fixing of penalties- requires, 
of course, the most careful judgment 
and tact and generally consists in the 
performance of some useful work. Ikmi- 
eficial alike to the offender and the 
school. All through the departments and 
\nrioti-. activities of' this organization 
the entire aim is to build up healthy 
civic ideals a ml lo afford practice in 
carrying them out. Everywhere the 
School City gives exceptional opportu- 
nities for teaching pupils the necessity 
of self-control, and of personal sacrifice 
for die good of the community, and for 
setting before these young citizens ad- 
equate standards of civic puriti and 
honesty. 

In speaking of the success of the 
scheme, he said that much depends upon 
the teachers who have it in charge, that 
the principal must spend about as much 
time ti|H)ti it as he would Were he to 
teach another subject, but that it enlists 
the pupils upon the side of the adminis- 
tration. It is. however quite likely to 
tail unless wisely guided. One point 
which raised applause was this: "We 
believe that women should vote and so 
the girls vote in the School City. If 
the girl voles in school, she will wonder 
why she can't when she get- out." He 
staled dial the plan has been tried suc- 
cessfully besides in bis own school, in 
Syracuse, N. Y., Newark. N. J., and in 
die Hancock School, Boston. 

A report from the Legislative Com- 
mittee was called for al die close of Mr. 
Scuddcr' s address. Mis- Caroline J. 
Cook, the chairman, stated that her 
committee bad decided to a-k the sup- 
port of the Federation for only nine 
bill- out of alxnit two hundred which 
have been presented i<> tile present ses- 
sion of the Legislature.

Speaker Cole left Host on last Friday, 
ami went away out to North Adams and 
tired a shot at long range that will 
plough up the ground and kick up more 
du>t than has been done since John 1.. 
Hates opened on the State Hoard of 
Agriculture, and other live topics, when 
lie was Governor. 

Mr Cole, in the course of his speech, 
characterized the management of the 
public institution as monstrous and un- 
businesslike. That condition should he 
susceptible of proof .or .the Speaker 
makes a statement which is monstrous 
and unbusinesslike. Mr. Cole is in a po- 
sition to pass judgment on the manage- 
ment of public institutions, and he could 
not hereafter plead ignorance of such 
management. If the management is 
monstrous, then the vast sums of money 
paid out for their maintenance is 111011- 
>1 rous as well, and it is about time to 
look into the matter when the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, with 
all his experience and opportunities 
brings the charge This emphatic lan- 
guage should he folowcd by an indict- 
ment. The exact words of Speaker Cole 
in this connection arc as follows: “l 
believe they (the institution) are the 
most monstrous, unbusinesslike propo- 
sitions in the State toda>. I do not sug- 
gest dishonesty, but 1 do emphatically 
condemn them as outrageous examples 
of n * wrong system in managing a great 
business." 

The Speaker also paid his respects to 
another live wire in legislation when he 
delivered himself of his opinion on 
special legislation: 

‘'Special legislation can never he done 
away with. The problem then, is how 
can it he wisely controlled? My answer 

is. by requirement by the State of a lar- 
ger use of the methods in control of the 
old fashioned town government. I would 
apply this method in a more detailed 
form to our State government. Every 
bill for a change in existing laws would 
he first passed on by the special board 
appointed for that purpose. All petit- 
ions for special privileges would be filed 
with a board at least ninety days before 

*the General Court considered it. The 
petitioners and their paid attorneys 
would be required to appear before the 
board. Does anyone suppose.” said the 
Speaker, “that one-lialf of the present 
wild-cat legislation could run the 
truant let of a hoard of city experts of 
the kind that has gotten by ill the last 
twenty years of Massachusetts legisla- 
tion.” 

Mr. Cole opens up some serious ques- 
tions for discussion in his North Adams 
• speech, and it would not be a bad idea 
to have it made the subject of legisla- 
tive consideration as is the annual mes- 
sage of the Governor. 

How dangerous it is for even experts 
sometimes to handle two-edged swords. 
Few subjects have called out the con- 
demnation of the Boston press more uni- 
versally than what is termed “special 
legislation Not many weeks ago one of 
the ablest Boston papers, printed an edi- 
torial under the caption of "General 
Laws", in which the following words 
were used: 

“One would suppose that no argument 
would be needed to convince (hose rep- 
resenting the people of this State in our 
General Couit of the evils attendant up- 
on special legislation. Within the last ' 
few years a number of illustrations 1 
have been given of the public injustice 
resulting from permitting measures to 
be put through which have been special 
in their character, because these have 
had a backing of potent individuals or « 
corporate interests." 1 

Vet. when the Touraine Hill was up ; 
the other day. this same paper urged the 
adoption of that special bill with all the : 
ability it possessed, and one of its edi- I 
torial writers came to a hearing at the 
State House last week with a remark- 1 
able argument . remarkable for its soph- ' 
is try and delusion, urtring the amend- • 
meiit of the eleven o’clock law. which 1 
would be fundamentally a special law, 1 
even if less glarin'' in its application 1 
than the Touraine Bill. < 

The Springfield water question is all 
in, so far as the hearings arc concerned, 1 
anil the Committee is likely to report t 
before this reference to it is in print. 
The writer is by no means a water ex- 
pert but he sometimes feels that he has 
become an expert in water ^ hearings, 
without receiving an expert’s fee. As 
was intimated last week, the most ef- 
fective testimony was made, not by ex- 
perts but by citizens in plain clothes. 

It is not often that a man speaks be- 
fore a legislative committee more ef- 
fectively than ditl Captain Thayer of 
Westfield. The remark- of this gentle- 
man were especially impressive and to 
the point. The opening remarks of Mr. 
Brooks, Springfield’- able attorney, when 
he came to his closing argument make 
it unnecessary to exeu-c conclusion •« 
here as to the efficacy of appeals before ] 
legislative committees. Mr. Brooks is a , 
\ erv strong pleader and lias few’ equals 
at the Massachusetts Bar. but as he 
said, "too much importance should not 
be put upon the word- uttered In* my 
friend here and myself, we are paid for

BOARD OF ALDERIHEN 


It was a brief and uneventful meeting 
of the aldermen last Monday evening, 
all the board being present save Alder- , 
men Bowen and llall. 

Hearings were held on petitions of 
the Telephone Co. for attachments on 
Pet tee st., Fuller st., and West st., and 
on petitions of the Gas Light Co for at- 
tachments on Dedham st., Dudley st., 
Nahanton st., I lomer st., and Winches- 
ter st.

No one appeared at any of these hear- 
ings. 

Mayor Warren sent in a communica- 
tion stating that the petition of the city 
for legislation to allow pole and wire 
hearings to be held before a committee 
had been refused by the legislature. 

The jury list as submitted by the Reg- 
istrars of Voters was accepted after sev- 
eral aldermen had had an opportunity 
to examine it ami ask a few questions.

Les- 
lie M. Gammons and K. 1*1 Match, a*' 
weighers of coal, hay and grain and 
measurers (if wood. 1 he same commit- 
tee reported hi favor of granting leave 
to withdraw 011 petitions of Harry Sha- 
piro for a junk license and on petition 
of the telephone company for locations 
on Brookline st. 

In presenting the report of the Com- 
mittee on Rules that it was inexpedient

The order appropriating an additional 
$5,000 for moth work brought out the 
query from Alderman Heck as to the 
number of men at work and the neces- 
sity for the money. Alderman Ellis said 


that the appropriation had been request- 
ed by the mayor as the work to be effec- 
tive must be done before April 1st. Al- 
derman Day said that the state reim- 
bursed the city for a portion of this out- 
lay and private estates must pay for the 
wotk done on them. The order was then 
adopted.

For a num- 
ber of years he was general agent for 
New England of the Niagara Fire In- 
surance Company nf New York, but re- 
cently connected himself in a similar 
capacity with the City of New York In- 
surance Company, with offices at 2 7 
Kilbv street. He was also a director of 
the First National Bank of West New- 
ton. 

Mr. Turner was of genial disposition, 
and had a large circle of friends. He 
was prominent in Masonic circles and 
was a Knight Templar. 

After engaging iu business here he 
resided for several years in Boston, but 
for 20 years past had been a resident of 
Aubnnidalc, his home being at the cor- 
ner of Central and Maple streets. 

He leaves a widow, two daughters and 
a son. Mrs. Harold II. Werner of New 
York, John II. 1 L, and Lucy N, Turner 
of Aulnirndalc. The funeral was held at 
the house Wednesday noon with a large 
attendance. Rev. John Mnttcson officiated 
and the choir hoys of the Church of the 
Messiah sang. The remains were placed 
in the receiving tomb iu Newton Ceme- 
t cry.

cases send to jail, time and again, the 
anan who sent the boy to the saloon, 
the man who let hint in and the man 
who let him into the disorderly house, 
and neither were any kin to the boy. 

Now this is only an illustration of 
many cases. The parents may not al- 
ways he to blame, but too often they arc 
to blame ; the citizen may not be to 
blame, but too often the citizen is to 
blame. 1 have seen hundreds of 
cases where the power of bad influ- 
ence came into the life of the child, 
where the power of bad opportunity 
came into the life of the child, where 
good opportunity was denied, and be- 
cause we did not deal with opportunity, 
because we did not try to make oppor- 
tunity better and permitted it to grow 
worse, the hoy became a criminal ; and 
we did none of these things because the 
laws neither permitted it nor directed it, 
and except in a limited way that is the 
condition of your laws now, as 1 under- 
stand it. 

What we arc pleading for all over this 
nation in our plea for the rights of sa- 
cred childhood, is for every law that the 
state can devise for their protection, to 
make even men and women no relation 
to them set a good example. Why, our 
law goes so far that the man who swears 
or uses obscenity in the presence of a 
child can be sent to jail. Our Lord and 
Master said, "And whosoever shall of- 
fend one of these little ones that believe 
in me, it is better for him that a mill- 
stone were hanged about his neck, and 
he were cast into the sea.” And how 
many men are doing such a wrong to 
these little ones all over this country,— 
parents, business men and public olti- ! 
cials! 1 tried a case in Chicago, where i 
1 was sitting on the bench with the . 
judge. It was such a case as no man, if ! 
he is thorough in his work, can dispose 
of in three minutes. The judge was 
crowded with cases,— he might dispose 
of a hundred in a day, but the import- 
ant tiling is to he thorough, — and so he 
said 1 could take the boy in chambers, 
and 1 took him in. When 1 got acquain- 
ted with him I found that he was a very 
intelligent boy, and I was interested as 
to why lie stoic. Then the business man, 
his former employer, came and said 
that it was a shame that lie should have 
to wait in court an hour until that case 
was called, — he was a very busy man, 
lie did millions of dollars' worth of bus- 
iness a vear. He said to me, "Judge, 
ibis is llie sixth fellow in six months 
who has stolen from our firm.” "What 
did you do with them?” "Well, in the 
case of three, they settled it up. they 
paid it up, and we discharged them." 
Like too many other men in this coun- 
try. when a hoy went wrong, he thought 
nothing of the hoy, but everything of 
the thing he did, just as the law thought 
of the proposition in the past; and so 
when the thing was squared, when the 
money was paid, he cared not what be- 
came of the hoy. The man who is a 
patriot and a good citizen would think 
more of the boy that went wrong than 
he would of the money he stole, but the 
trouble too often is, we do not regard 
in case that way. So the fellows who 
were not able to pay were brought to 
court. For what? To redeem the child? 
No. The very illustration proves that 1 


am right, that the spirit of the individ- 
ual of the citizen, toward the child who 
has offended against him is wrong, and 
this represents the spirit of the state too 
often in the past. "And the three fel- 
lows,” he said, "who could not pay were 
brought to court. O,” he said, "Judge, 
when 1 was a hoy they did not steal 
this way.” Well, perhaps not; but 1 re- 
member n boy on the witness stand in 
my early days, whose confidence I got, 
who turned to me for consolation be- 
tween his tears and said. "Judge, when 
you went to school, didn’t vou ever 
swipe a watermelon?” Well, I said, 
"you little rascal, you can’t cross-exam- 
ine the court.” (Laughter,) 

There are all kinds of fellows in 
childhood who go wrong. Wc classify 
them all; it is the most wonderful study 
I ever saw. But, let us finish with this 
case. When the man had gone 1 got the | 
confidence of that boy and I found that 
he went to disorderly places at the age 
of only fifteen. I must know the boy 
from his heart to his skin, the environ- 
ment, the parents, those he runs with, 
those he associates with. How does the 
father correct the boy? How does he 
rear him up in the way he should go? 
He knows all about him, whom ho is 
training with, where he is going. And, 
my friends, think of the awful respon- 
sibility of the state to thousands of these 
erring children in the cities of this 
country, — tile home responsibility that a 
father owes to his own boy, especially 
to the thousands of fatherless boys in 
every city in this country. When the 
father would correct his hoy. when the 
father would rear up his boy in the way 
he should go, he must necessarily know 
all about him and Itis associates. And 
if the stale would do its duty to the boy, 
that duty, if done rightly, must be tested 
as we would lest the duty of a father. 
And so it takes lime to do this. And 
when 1 found the hoy had been to these 
places I said. "Do the policemen permit 
this?” "Well, he said, "the policemen did 
noi care ; the other fellows said that they 
ditl not enforce the law because they 
were paid not to.” lie had read stories 
of graft in the newspapers, even in high 
places, and the had examples were a 
powerful factor, my friends, in the mak- 
ing of this boy a criminal! 

But that was not all. The business 
man said that the boy had stolen a 
thousand dollars' worth of property. 
When 1 talked with the boy he said. 
"That old guy has got burglar insur- 
ance. and lie is trying to pul up the value 
of those watches a good ileal higher 
than they arc worth.” File respect of the 
hov for the business man was produced 
more by the business man in his conduct 
than by any other cause. Then he picked 
up a watch anil said, "You see that ’ 14 
K’ in the case and the “22 J. M.?" There 
arc a lot of suckers down in the coun- 
try that think that that means iq carat 
and 2 J- jewel movement. But it don’t. 
Judge, it don’t. It is plated brass; it is 
fake jewelry, and there is <>00 per cent 
profit in it, and it he can make money 
on a lie. why can’t I make money 
stealing?” And so we found not in three 
minutes to try the thing, but in two 
hours to know the hoy, — what business 
men are doing for the children of this 
nation, — the kind of business men, of

I Applause.) 

And, my friends, 1 have seen too many 
illustrations of what it is that is mak- 
ing Iviys go wrong. Then I have stopped 
and 1 bought of the ignorance and the 
blindness of the state, ami how slowly 
and by what pain fill steps it moves for- 
ward in 1 lie interest of the child and 
I have wondered why it did not step 
faster. And we are trying to prod tip 
those in authority to do their duty and 
enable 11s to roach the causes that arc 
making for evil in the life of the chil- 
dren of this nation and this question of 
example, I find in my experience, is one 
of the most serious. You may remember 
the story of the Sunday School liny. 
Even the deacon who taught the boy 
was not all that he might have been. 11 is 
example did not square with his pre- 
cept. When he came to die, the people 
were interested in the progress of his 
illness and bulletins were posted at the 
newspaper office to satisfy their curios- 
ity. At four o'clock it read, "The good 
deacon is sinking rapidly”. At five 
o’clock it read " The good deacon has 
gone to heaven”. At six o’clock the ly;y 
came along and posted the third notice, 
which read, “Extra Edition : (treat ex- 
citement in heaven, the deacon has not 
arrived.” (Laughter and apnlausc.) 

The judges on the bench all over this 
country sit in solemn court and pass 
upon a thing and do nothing to reach the 
soul. Of course .they often do personal 
work, but I am speaking now of the 
general scheme. These laws are neces- 
sary to make the parent perform the 
duty and to make the citizen perform 
his duty, and there arc thousands of 
cases where they can he made to respect 
the rights of sacred childhood. If I were 
to indict anylxidy for the depravity that 
so many people talk about that exists in 
the child life of the cities of this coun- 
try, I would not indict the child. I 
would place an indictment against men 
and women, fathers and citizens who 
have been trators to childhood's sacred 
cause, who have helped to hang the mill- 
stone about my neck and yours when 
they hung it about their own. Wc have 
a right to regulate their conduct under 
the law ; we have a right to make them 
do their duty, and if they do not do 
their duty let us put them in jail where 
guilt is shown and not the child. 

1 believe that a great deal of good can 
come out of childhood. 1 have never 
seen a bad boy. I have seen boys who 
did had things, hut the trouble in the 
past has been that wc have judged the 
I toy entirely by the bad thing. We did 
not seek long enough and far enough 
to bring out the good that was in his 
soul. For no matter how calloused he 
may be, by bail environment, bad op- 
portunity, bad example, and all these 
things in his life that made for crime, I 
have never seen one who did not have 
down in his soul the image of God that 
could be brought out if only some pa- 
tient, kind and tender soul was willing 
to do the work 

So. my friends, we claim that these 
children are entitled to all the skill we 
can bring to bear upon this question. 
One of your great preachers in the East 
ono.' said that skill in handling marble 
is as nothing as compared to skill in 
handling men. 1 would like to add that 
the best time to handle a man is when 
he is a hoy, and the best time to love a 
man is when he is a l>oy. And then, said 
the same divine, skill in evoking melody 
from the heart is as nothing compared 
with skill in allaying the discords of a 
human soul and bringing out its noblest 
impulses, its most energetic faculties. 
When the human soul went wrong in 
the past it was not the home, the school 
or the church that was permitted to per- 
form the service of correction. My 
friends, in most of the states. — in all of 
the stales until recently, when we be- 
gin to change — it was the jailer and the 
jail that, were called upon to correct the ! 
child. The very absurdity of that old j 
scheme shows the necessity for this 
great change that is going on in this 
country, this revival in behalf of the ' 
child. Because, as sonic one lias said, if j 
the last century was the century of the 
woman, this century is truly and indeed 
the century of the child. I do not care 
how hardened the hoy may be. 1 have 
seen those that may be likened to what 
some of the judges have called your 
"wharf rats” over in Boston, who turn- 
ed out to be the best fellows, or if they 
did not turn out to he tell best fellows, if 
they were so weak that they could not 
keep their word, they were always 
strong enough to last a day or two, — 
from the little fellows of ten to twelve 
to the young fellows of eighteen or 
nineteen, and because we trusted and 
loved them and because we convinced 
them that they were weak and not 
wicked, we have always been able to 
trust them to the end. If we send them 
to jail they go alone; if we send them 
to the industrial school, they go alone; 
if we send them to the reformatory, 
they go alone; and not one ever failed. 
What does it show? It shows that there 
is a power down in the human Mini dial 
can he appealed to. And if it can be ap- 
pealed to, if we know that it is true, it 
is our duly to provide the skill, — to 
create the demand, if you please, and 
the skill will come as it has always come 
ill the past, — to handle this problem 
upon the highest plane it can be put and 
in die most successful way. 

1 believe in sympathy. Sympathy is 
tlie divinesl quality in all the world. 
When mir Lord and Master wanted to 
redeem the sinner lie went to his house 
ami by divine sympathy won him back 
10 righteousness. That should be a les- 
son fur us all. It seems to me that it is 
a wise thing and a proper thing that 
there should he no judge upon the bench 
for the trial of children’s cases. He 
should be as the father in the home, in 
the library; be should be willing to go 
down into the streets and die alleys and 
slums and die home, and by the right 
kind of work with the probation officer, 
and having nothing else to do, help to 
win back these erring children to right- 
eousness. It can be done. And the mar- 
vel to me is that we have neglected it 
so long, that we have judges of crim- 
inal courts and sheriffs and policemen 
and detectives and spend millions of 
dollars every year for the conviction of 
criminals to punish men, and do so lit 
tie to save die children, ami why it is 
dial the conservatism of our age will 
uiibhishiugly and without question jus 
lify all this work at the wrong end of 
die line ami hesitate so long when there 
is the scent of smoke before we begin to 
stamp out the fire and save the confla- 
gration that is sure to come unless we 
do. 

Sympathy must not he confused with 
justification. No man can handle ail er- 
ring child unless he knows the law of 
sympathy. No man can handle an erring 
child successfully unless he understands 
the law of patience, unless he knows 
■ how to use patience successfully, as he 


can in most rases; not in every case, of 
course,- -no one expects that. And thru 
there must lie linntus-. but the kind of 
firmness that comninmls respect and 
(Joes not produce hale. There must he | 
always praise- and there must he an un- j 
d erst and iog how lo appeal to the loy- | 
alty in every heart in order lo bring out 
the good and suppress die evil. 1 believe, | 
my friends, that when we proceed along 
these lines, as I have watched this prob- 
lem of the child, as I have tried to learn 1 
myself. It is an awful thing to think ; 
that of the young fellows that go to the 
slaughter house every year, over half of 
them were boys within five or six years 
before their doom, and that we did noth- 
ing, or at least that wc failed to have a 
system so perfect that we could at least 
say, "Wc did all we could, we did the 
full measure of our duty, and if you \ 
lost it was not our fault.” Until we can 
say that we have failed in our real duly. 

I made a statement recently as an il- . 
lustration about a young fellow who had 
been arrested and taken to jail, and the - 
evidence was that he had murder in his 
heart, that he had practiced fifty paces 
away from the mark with revolver, day 
after day, in order that he could murder ; 
his brother man. I It- bad committed rob- , 
bery and theft ; he was a dangerous 
criminal in the estimation of the police. 
No policeman would have thought of 
trusting him a moment out of sight. 
Merely to show the power of the divine , 
law that any man can invoke if he only 
choose to do, and does, and if he only 
will, I said to the police department. 
"You are handling him wrong; give me 
an opportunity. At the end of three 
weeks, after only three hours’ work, 
which did not bother with the robbery 
or the burglary, but with the man, 

— to find out why hate was in his heart, 
why his hand was against society, and 
to educate him as to why it should not 
be and to show him that the state was 
not his enemy, but the state was his 
friend, and that the slate did not hate 
him and lie should not hate the state, 
and if he had made his own bed he must 
lie in it, — that at the end of that time I 
could throw off his chains and open the 
grated bars and let him out into the 
free light of day that he might go home 
to bid his mother good-by. 

My friends, there need be no occasion 
for misunderstanding, but the whole 
trouble it. we begin with misunderstand- 
ings. Just as the Sunday School boy 
whom 1 know, whom 1 persuaded to go 
to Sunday School, and after he had gone 
they said it was a joke on me, for l was 
superintendent of ibis Sunday School. 

I said, "My boy, what do you think of 
Sunday School?” "O. it is a place where 
all the kids go and they give up a penny 
and they don't get anything back.” 
(Laughter) "Well," f said, "don't you 
learn anything there?” "Yes,” he said. 

"1 learned about a lot of angels, 1 did. 

I am going to he one of those fellows 
some day. and they have wings just like 
chickens, but they didn't learn me 
whether they laid eggs or not.” (.Laugh- 
ter.) Now it may lie that sonic people 
do not learn and understand, but they 
will in time. 

1 might describe a case in our chil- 
dren’s court to show what seems to me 
the necessity for the hardest kind of 
work. There are so many, but the prin- 
ciple runs through them all, from the 
mischievous case, — for that is the first 
classification; that is the simple thing, 
ns most judges know, that most boys 
brought to children's court are brought 
there for violating some ordinance, be- 
cause you and 1 tried to suppress the 
natural love of fun and play. We were 
justified in doing it, hut the child did 
iiol understand, and so the child violated ; 
what we call the law. but which 10 the j 
child was nothing. The child thought 
only of his rights and his fun and his 
play, just as you thought only of your 
rights and your law. That is what wc 
call a mischievous case, the simplest 
thing in the world to settle, although 
they come in various forms. I had a 
case recently that I describe as a good 
illustration of so many that 1 am sure 
my brother judges come in contact with 
often, hi a certain ncighlxirliood the 
boys would wind haling wire all around 
a signal box and when the car would 
stop and they would want to telephone 
headquarters they could not get m for 
five minutes, and there would lie had 
temper displayed and a few oilier things. ' 
much lo llie delight of the Imys and ili^j 
discomfort of a few other people, and so 
when they caught two .of these hoys I | 
got them by a very simple system to j 
bring in all the rest of the hoys, through 
a spirit of loyally without violating any 
of iheir laws, — without making them 
"tell on” anybody. And when they found 
out other people’s rights and why il was 
that they made a great deal of trouble, 
and they slopped to think and under- 
stand as most people will in time if you 
try to explain ami do explain, one of 
them said to me, half ashamed, his little 
heart already touched because he had 
done wrong. "I’ll tell you. Judge, the 
kids wanted to hear the motornian cuss, 
they did. and some of them wanted to 
get chased by the conductor." Now, my 
friends, these lwys should not be charg- 
ed with crime, and yet they should he 
corrected of course. But we do not have 
to charge them with crime. 

1 remember in the old days, a certain 
gang at the Union Depot, whom 1 some- 
times tell about as a splendid illustra- 
tion, because it was the toughest crowd 
that we ever had. They had been in the 
habit of selling papers in the Union Pe- 
|H)1 , and the company that owned the 
franchises and privileges decided to 
keep them out, and they put in l toys with 
red caps, and these little fellows did not 
understand, — simply showing the truth 
of what I have always said, that it is a 
blessed thing to understand and to be 
understood. If you want to win a boy 
stand him and be sure he understands 
to lawfulness or righteousness, under - 
you. and there is the secret of the whole 
problem It can be done in most cases. 
And so there was riot and disorder. A 
little red-headed, freckled- faced Gus 
was arrested and taken to jail. 1 went 
down to the jail to see hint and l felt 
somewhat ashamed, for it was in the 
old da vs, before the Detention School 
came, before the tight against the jail 
had been fought and won. The. jailer 
said that he was "an awful bad kid." as 
lie expressed it. "a terrible teller. They 
had tried to get him to "tell on" the 
other boy-. In most cases, of course, the 
Ikiys glibly tell, because they are afraid ! 
1 up to. but thev feel a certain degrada- 
tion in their hearts, -they feel they have 
\ iolxed the first commandment of the 
gang, which is. “Thou shah not snitch. 
(Laughter.) Here in Boston the boys 
say the commandment is, "Thou sh.tw 
not squeal," but it is all the Mine Well, 

I walked up to little red headed ('.us and 
1 told hint that lie was a bully good fel- 
low Iwcause he did not tell, that l had 
no use for a boy that told on others. 1 
brought him to my chambers and got 


acquainted with the My. "Now," I said, 

"('.ns. we must get the balance of these 
fellow s to do right and 1 want you to 
help, and I don't want you to tell on 
them, htit I want you lo go ami gel them 
pj conu- and *ee me.” Of course lie said, 

"I hey arc scairl,” as lie expressed it, 

"1 hey don't want to get caught by the 
policemen They are learning what too 
many of the hoys in this country learn. 

— be as lawless. :i>- you want, Gcal all you 
can and cheat all you can, hut he sure 
you don't get caught. What we must do 

to teach our hoys to do right because 
it i- right. They can he taught to do that 
thing, even hoys m the street. "Well, 

('ills. 1 want you to go and tell the hoys 
I will give them a square deal if they 
will come.” Now he goes hack to the 
worst yjang in Denver and he comes to 
me again ami says, " Judge, one of them 
says that he hasn't any use for that cop." 

Well I know it is a had thing that he 
should disrespect the policeman, hut 
when I remember that the policeman ha- 
never gone after him right, that the po- 
liceman does not stop to realize that 
he does not understand and that the po-
